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At  Sea  again,  we  have  nothing  that  dares  venture  to  op- 
pofe  us  j  and  in  America,  by  the  Wifdom  of  our  Mini- 
fters,  the  Conduit  of  our  Admirals  and  Generals,  and  the 
Intrepidity  of  our  Soldiers  and  Seamen,  we  are  now  Ma- 
ilers of  the  Key  to  the  principal  French  Settlement  in  that 
Part  of  the  World  *  therefore  we  have  good  Reafon  to 
hope,  that  before  the  End  of  next  Year,  we  {hall  be  able 
to  deftroy  that  Neft  of  French  Vipers  in  Canada,  whofe 
conftant  Employment,  in  Peace  as  well  as  War,  has  been, 
to  poifon  the  Minds  of  the  honeft,  but  fimple  Indians,  and 
to  excite  them  to  murder  and  fcalp  as  many  of  our  People 
as  they  could  matter. 

In  mod  of  our  Undertakings  this  Year  upon  that  Conti-

"  The  9th  of  December,  in  the  latituda 
of  4$,  the  lizard  bearing  N.  71  E.  140 
leagues,  we  retook  the  John  Galley,  belong- 
ing to  Borton,  laden  with  tar  and  oil,  put 
fome  hands  on  board  her,  and  ntdered  ber 
for  Plymouth.  The  14th  the  Coventry 
joined  us.  On  the  18th,  in  the  latitude  of 
48.  ao.  I^aid  N.  8z.  E.  203  leagues,  we 
took  a  French  ihip  from  Cafpil  hay,  called 
the  Neptune,  laden  with  nih,  pat  fome  men 
into  her,  and  ordered  her  alfo  to  Plymouth* 
On  the  19th,  in  the  latitude  of  49.  so* 
the  lizard  N.  86.  E,  a  14  leagues,  we  cama 
up  with  a  French  fnow,  who,  in  firing  her 
iter-  n  chace  at  the  Brilliant,  which  was  very 
near  her,  by  fome  accideot  took  fire  in  her 
powder-room,  and  blew  up  all  the  after- part 
of  her.  She  burnt  with  great  violence  for 
half  an  hour,  and  then  funk.  Out  of  70 
h  mda  no  more  than  94  could  be  faved,  and 
thofe  fo  miferably  burnt,  that  many  of  them 
are  fince  dead.  She  was  a  «ery  fine  veflel, 
of  upwards  of  300  tons,  called  the  Diamond, 
mounted  14  carriage  guns,  came  from  Que- 
beck,  and  was  of  veiy  great  value,  as  her 
cargo  confifted  cf  the  fineft  furs.  On  the 
34th,  in  the  morning,  in  the  latitude  of  48. 
51.  the  lizard  84  E.  204  leagues,  we  chaced 
a  French  privateer,  and,  towards  the  even- 
ing, falling  very  little  wind,  the  Coventry- 
came  up  with  her,  and  engaged  ber  an  hour 
and  half,  when  fhe  fit  nek.  She  was  called 
the  Drajjon,  belonging  to  Bayonne,  is  quite 
a  new  ihip,  and  was  but  juft  come  out  upon 
ber  firrt  cruize.  She  hit  24  nine  pounders, 
and  many  fwivels,  and  had  284  men.  She 
had  four  killed  and  10  or  12  wounded.  The 
Coventry  had  only  six  wounded,  one  of 
which  is  fince  dead.  On  the  25th,  as  we 
were  employed  in  removing  the  prifoners, 
we  faw  a  fail,  and  made  the  Brilliant's  fig- 
nal  to  chacc,  who  icon  came  op  with  her. 
She  was  a  fnow  privateer  of  14  guns  from 
Bayonne,  called  the  Intrepide.  She  fired 
into  the  Brilliant,  and  wounded  one  man, 
upon  which  the  Brilliant  returned  the  fire, 
and  funk  her.

The  prifoners  informed  capt.  Lockhart, 
that  his  maj«Ay*s  (hips  Edinburgh,  Dread- 
nought, Augufta,  and  a  (Wop,  had  blocked 
up  the  harbour  of  Cape  Francois  for  feme 
weekt  :  That,  on  the  15th  of  Oflober,  all 
the  French  fquadron  failed  to  drive  the  Eng- 
H(h  off  the  coaft  ;  and  the  next  day  the  two 
fquadrons  came  to  a  clofe  engagement, 
which  continued  till  night,  when  the  French 
fquadron  having  the  land  breeze,  with  the 
help  of  their  frigates  were  towed  into  port, 
greatly  difabled,  and  the  Opiniatre  dif- 
mounted.  They  had  toe-  men  killed,  and 
as  many  wounded.  The  French  themfelvet 
allow  the  Englifti  to  have  acquired  great 
honour,  and  that  nothing  but  the  night, 
and  the  afliftance  of  their  frigatec,  faved 
their  fquadron.  The  prifoners  alfo  in- 
formed  capt.  Lockhart,  that  the  Prtncefs 
Mary,  fome  days  before  the  adion,  had 
been  difabled  in  her  malls  by  lightening, 
and  was  gone  to  Jamaica. 

The  Medway  and  Lowe  ft  o  fife  are  alfo  ar- 
rived at  Plymouth  with  two  French  mips, 
one  of  300  tons,  eight  guns,  a 3  feamen, 
and  19  foldiers  j  the  other  of  3*0  tons,  20 
carriage  and  10  fwivel  guns,  61  feamen, 
and  to  foldiers;  both  laden  with  provifiona 
(or  Louifbour^h  ;  the  former  of  which  was 
taken  by  the  Sterling  CaAle  and  Eflex,  the 
Utter  by  the  Loweftoffe,  on  the  fecond  in- 
ftant. 

The  prifoners  fay  they  failed  from  L'lfle 
Aix,  in  company  with  three  other  merchant 
(hips  Lden  with  provisions  for  Louifbourgh, 
under  convoy  of  the  Prudente  and  Capn- 
eieux,  and  the  Tripon  and  Heroine  frigates, 
the  two  former  of  which  parted  company 
with  them  the  day  before  they  were  taken. 

The  frigates  made  their  eicape  from  our 
fhips  by  its  falling  little  wind,  before  which 
his  majefty's  Ihips  out  failed  them  greatly  j 
but  there  is  reafon  to  believe,  that  the  other 
merchant  fhips  are  taken  by  the  mips  that 
were  left  in  chace  of  them. 

The  Brilliant  and  Coventry  are  likewife 
arrived  at  Plymouth  with  two  prizes,  orce 
from  St.  Domingo,  the  other  from  Cape- 
Breton. 

The  cruizcrs  in  the  bay,  and  eUewhore, 
have  had  moft  extraordinary  fuccefs  againft 
the  enemy,  this  month  ;  and  we  may  add 
to  the  above  accounts,  that  his  majefty'* 
fhips  Alcide,   Vanguard,  Biddeford,  and 
Dolphin,  took  Le  Fir  me,  of  450  tons,  from 
St.  Domingo  j  a  privateer  of  ao  guns,  be- 
longing 10  Bourdeaux  i  and  JLe  Amphitrite, 
from  St.  Domingo.

SINCE  the  furrender  of  Breflau  to  f*t 
Pruffians,  they  have  not  only  drove  rhe 
Auftrians  out  of  Lignitx,  and  every  other 
part  of  Pnifitn  Siletia.  except  (he  town  of 
Schweidnitz  alone,  which  they  have  blocked 
up  ;  hut  a  detachment  from  the-ir  erand  ar- 
my, now  in  quarters  of  cantonment  about 
Brcfliu,  have  penetrated  into  the  Auftrian, 
or  fouthtrn  part  of  Silefla,  and  have  made 
themfelvcs  m afters  of  Troppaw,  lapgerf- 
do-ff.  *c.  ThekinghlmfAlf  feems  ref  Ivedro 
pafs  fome  part  of  the  winter  at  Breflau,  that 
his  brave  foldiers  may  have  fomr  rert  af»er 
their  fat^es.

7:11,  is  he  could  fee  together,  the  Hanove- 
rian army  under  prince  Ferdinand  of  Brunf- 
wick  began  their  march  on  the  6th  ult.  with 
a  defign  to  attack  him,  and  to  drive  him 
from  that  city,  and  as  they  advanced,  aU  the 
French  parties  that  were  in  their  rout,  re- 
treated to  ZcU,  but  not  without  fome  loft, 
and  after  abandoning  feveral  of  their  maga- 
zines which  were  feired  by  the  enemy.  By 
the  13th,  the  Handverian  army  had  advanced 
within  a  league  of  Zell,  when  the  two  ar- 
mies began  to  cannonade  one  another,  and 
all  the  French  troops  that  were  on  (he  right 
©f  the  Aller  retreated  into  the  town,  after 
icttiog  Are  to  all  the  magazines  they  had  on 
that  fide  of  the  river,  by  which  the  fuburbs 
of  the  town  on  that  fide  were  fet  on  fire,  and 
several  per  fens,  it  is  faid,  perimed  io  the 
flames.  As  the  French  had  not  got  toge- 
ther all  the  troops  they  expected,  they  had 
taken  care  to  intrench  themfelves  Orongly 
in  the  town,  and  to  have  every  pafs  upon 
the  river  Aller  well  guarded,  fo  that  prince 
Ferdinand  found  it  would  be  too  dangerous, 
or,  at  leaft,  that.it  would  occafion  too  great 
a  lofs  of  men,  to  attack  them  in  that  port, 
and  to  pafs  the  river,  and  march  forward 
without  attacking  he  could  not,  becaufe  his 
army  would  have  been  in  danger  of  fiarving 
for  want  of  provisions.  Therefore,  after 
remaining  in  his  camp  until  the  21ft,  as  his 
troops  fuffcred  greatly  by  the  fevenf y  of  the 
weather,  he  broke  up  his  camp,  and  return- 
ed towards  Vltzen  and  Lunenburg,  in  order 
Co  put  his  army  into  winter  quarters,  which 
be  performed  without  any  lofs,  though  fol- 
lowed by  fcvcral  parties  of  the  French  light 
troops. 

This  is  the  account  we  have  from  the

Utrecht,  Jan.  a.    On  the  21ft  marfhal 
Richelieu  beat  10  aim*,  and  advanced  to- 
ward* the  eminence*  and  a  wood  which 
were  occupied  by  the  allies  :  Thefc  having 
their  flanks  covered  with  cannon,  kept  fir- 
sag  very  fmartly  on  the  Fiench,  who  an- 
fwered  it  with  equal  brifknefs.    This  can- 
nonading lafted  feveral  houis.  Richelieu 
continued  to  advance,  cauftng,  at  the  fame 
time,  Several  troops  to  file  off  by  the  right 
•f  the  Orteze  j  when  word  was  brought  to 
him,  that  prince  Ferdinand's  army  Wad  quit- 
ted its  poll,  and  had  marched  to  the  left, 
fifteen  thoufand  French  were  immediately 
fent  to  purfue  them.    And  to  this  they 
add,  that,  in  the  ictteat  of  the  Hanoverian 
army,  thry  made  coo  of  them  pnfbncrs, 
and  feized  fome  of  their  artillery.

ThePrufGan  army  under  mar/ha!  LehwaLd 
had,  by  the  beginning  of  this  month,  drove 
the  Swedes  out  of  every  part  of  the  Prufiian 
Pomerania,  and,  fince  that  time,  they  have 
made  themfelves  mafters  c  f  the  whole  Swe- 
dish Pomerania,  except  Straifund  and  the 
lfle  of  Rugen,  by  which  they  have  not  only 
got  a  large  extent  of  country  to  lay  under 
contribution*  but  have  pofleficd  themfelves 
of  feveral  ef  the  Swedirti  magazines  j  and 
his  Pruffian  majefly,  at  the  fame  time  that 
hefpares  his  own  people  as  much  as  he  can, 
very  wifely  refolves  to  draw  as  much  money 
as  poflible,  from  every  enemy's  country  he 
can  make  himfclf  mafler  of ;  for  he  has  juft 
demanded  a  new  contribution  of  500,000 
crowns  from  the  electorate  of  Saxony  ;  and 
having  difcovcred  that  the  duke  of  Meck- 
lenburg was  laying  up  magazines  in  hie 
country  for  the  ufe  of  the  French,  be  has 
fent  troops  into  that  country,  and  has  not 
only  feized  thofe  magazines,  but  it  railing 
contributions    throughout    that  country, 
whereupon  the  duke  himfetf  has  retired  to 
Lubtck,  attended  by  the  French  miniiler. 

Vienna,  Dec.  17.  Their  imperial  majef- 
ties  being  informed  of  what  pafled  in  the 
electorate  wi  Hanover,  notwitdftanding  the 
convention  of  Cioiler  Seven,  fent  word  yef- 
terday  to  the  baron  dc  Steinberg,  minifler 
to  the  king  of  Cieat- Britain  as  elector  of 
Hanover,  to  appear  no  moie  at  court,  or 
confer  with  their  minifler*  j  adding,  that 
after  this  declaration,  he  would  eaftly  con- 
ceive his  flay  here  would  not  be  very  agree- 
able, accordingly  the  baron  has  demanded 
the  neccfTary  pafTports  for  his  departuic. 

About  the  fame  time  their  imperial  ma- 
jefties  bad  the  fatisfartion  to  hear,  that  the 
emprefs  of  Ruflia  had  figned  her  acccflion,  in 
form,  to  the  treaty  between  the  courts  of  Vi- 
enna, Verfailles,  and  Sweden ;  and  foon 
after  they  had  an  additional  fatufaction  in 
hearing,  that  the  pnncefs  royal  of  Ruflia 
was  brought  to  hid  <  f  a  piincc,  fo  that  11) e 
has  now  two  princes  aiive. 

The  archhiftiop  of  Paris,  by  his  pride  and 
ebfltnacy,  has  brought  upon  himfclf  a  fe- 
cond  exile,  having  been  banifhed  to  Sailat, 
a  fmall  city  of  Petipord,  120  leagues  from 
Paris,  and  on  the  tth  inllant  he  fet  out  for 
the  place  of  his  exile. 

By  our  late  accounts,  we  have  heard  of 
nothing  but  pre^arauons  for  war  both  in 
Spain  and  Portugal  ;  and  the  French  parri- 
zans  give  rut,  that  there  it  to  be  prefcnrly 
not  only  a  charge  of  miniflets,  but  a  change 
of  meafurcs  at  the  court  of  Madrid}  but 
whatever  may  be  as  to  the  latter,  they  fecm 
by  the  laft  mail  to  be  quite  miftaken  as  to 
thefetmer;  for  by  that  mail  we  had  the 
following  articles  from  Madtid,  dated  Dec. 
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19.  The  Frtnch  and  Imperial  ambtflVdora 
ha*e  eac'i  of  ihem  fent  exprefles  to  ther  re- 
fpctlive  courts,  whLh,  itisfaid,  contatq  dif- 
puches  of  the  utmoft  importance.  It  is  gc« 
ncrally  reported,  that  the  king  is  ftrongly  fo- 
liated by  France  and  Vienna,  to  enter  fenro 
the  prefenc  war,  in  order  to  compel  the  op- 
polite  powers  to  peace  by  fuperior  forces. 

The  frequent  council*  held  at  court  have 
excited  the  attention  oi  M.  RuvignydeCofne, 
who  it  charged  with  the  affairs  of  Great- 
Britain,  and  laft  week  he  difpatched  a  cou- 
rier to  London. 

The  marcnii*  de  Grimaldi  rtill  continue* 
to  frequent  his  rnajefty's  palace  very  aflidu- 
oafly,  and  is  received  with  great  diftin&ion, 
yet  there  is  no  change  in  the  minirtry,  as  has 
been  given  out  by  fame  of  our  over  hafty 
pplitKians,  and  it  is  well  known,  that  Don 
Richard  Wall  has  the  happinef*  to  fill  the 
poft  he  is  in  entirely  to  the  fati»facT<on  o(  both 
sou  rt  and  people. 

Tho'  a  peaceable  correfpondence  ftill  fob- 
fifts  between  this  kingdom  and  England, 
with  regard  to  their  refpeftive  fubjefts,  yet 
that  decs  not  hinder  us  from  taking  effectual 
methods  not  co  let  the  Englifh  form  any 
fctdcaentm  the  Spanifli  Wcrt-lndies,  and 
efptoaily  to  binder  them  from  coming  and 
curtiog  logwood  in  the  bay  of  Caonpcachy, 
if  being  become  a  maxim  with  os  at  prefem, 
■or  to  nake  any  more  complaints  on  tbia 
lead,  but  to  take  a  much  (horter  way,  by 
nakiog  all  tbe  Englifli,  who  come  for  that 
porpofe,  prifoncrs,  and  fcizing  their  vetfeU, 
which  will  be  condemned  as  legal  captures, 
at  has  been  done  feveral  times  fincc  the 
peace  of  Aix- la -Chape lie.

0^7)  is  not  to  be  found  any  where,  of  fpontantous  growth,  nearer  to  Ireland  than  the 
mofi  fbuthern  parts  of  France,  Italy,  and  Sitily ;  and  there  too,  it  is  never  known  but  as 
a  frutex  or  Jbrub  ;  whereas,  in  the  rocky  parts  of  the  county  of  Kerry,  about  Lough- Lane, 
end  in  fame  oj  the  rocky  mountains  adjacent,  where  the  people  of  the  country  call  it  the 
tone  apple,  it  fiourifbes  naturally  to  that  decree  as  to  become  a  large  tall  tree.

we  made  fail  to  difcovcr  them  plain  \  and 
at  half  part  eight  made  feven  fail  of  large 
fhips,  a  f^hooner,  and  a  pi'ot-boat.  I  then 
m.itlc  the  fignal  for  the  line  a-head.  and 
fhoitened  fail,  to  let  the  enemy  come  up, 
znd  to  prefervc  the  weather  gage.  At  noon 
faw  with  great  certainty  they  were  four 
fhips  of  the  line,  and  three  large  frigates. 
I  then  made  the  fignal  for  the  captains 
Suckling  and  Largdon,  who  agreed  with  me 
to  engage  them  t  Accordingly  we  bore 
down,  and  about  twenty  minutes  after  three 
the  action  began  with  great  brifknefs  on 
both  tides,  and  continued  for  two  hours  and 
an  haif,  when  the  French  commodore  made 
a  fignal,  and  one  of  the  frigates  immediately 
came  to  row  him  out  of  the  line,  and  the 
reft  of  the  French,  fhips  followed  him.  Our 
(hips  had  fuffered  fo  much  in  their  mailt, 
fail*,  and  rigging,  that  we  were  in  no  con- 
dition to  purfue  them.  Doth  officers  and 
feamen  hehaved  with  the  greateft  rcfclution 
the  whole  time  of  the  a&ion,  and  were  un- 
happy at  the  conclusion  of  it,  that  the  fhips 
were  not  in  a  condition  to  follow  the  French, 
who  had  frigates  to  tow  them  cff.  I  am 
informed  the  French,  on  this  occafton,  had 
put  on  board  the  Sceptie  her  full  comple- 
ment of  guns,  either  from  the  more,  or  out 
of  the  India  fhip  ;  and  had  alfo  mounted 
the  Outaide  rtorefllip  with  her  full  propor- 
tion of  guns  t  and  had  taken  not  only  the 
men  out  of  the  merchant  (hips,  but  foldiers 
from  the  garrifoo,  in  hopes  their  appearance 
would  frighten  our  fmall  fquadron,  and 
oblige  them  to  leave  their  coaft  clear  for 
them  to  carry  out  their  large  convoy  of 
merchant  (hips  j  but  our  captains  were  too 
gallant  to  be  terrified  at  their  formidable 
appearance  j  and  fo  far  from  avoiding  them, 
that  they  bore  down,  and  engaged  with  the 
greateft  refolution  and  good  conduttu  And 
I  have  the  p'eafure  to  acquaint  their  lord- 
fhips,  that  the  captains,  officers,  feamen, 
and  marines,  have  done  their  duty  on  this 
occafion,  much  to  their  honour  ;  and  I 
hope  their  good  behaviour  will  be  approved 
by  their  lordlhips."    (See  p.  50.) 

Admiralty-Office,  Capt.  Man,  of  his  ma- 
jefty's  (hip  the  Penguin,  gives  an  account, 
in  Iris  letter  of  the  6th  inftant,  That,  on 
the  3d,  between  the  Bermyhead  and  Dead- 
man,  he  took  a  fnow  privateer  belonging 
to  Havre  de  Grace,  called  the  Fiddle, 
mounting  eight  carriage  guns,  four  pounders, 
and  eight  fwivelf,  and  48  men.  She  had 
been  out  nine  days,  and  taken  nothing.

Ycfterday  arrived  here,  with  a  meffen- 
ger  belonging  to  the  Admiralty,  in  the 
greateft  bafte,  a  perfon  who  was  immedi- 
ately introduced,  by  orders  from  above,  to 
admiral  Kofcawen  }  of  whom  the  following 
particulars  have  tranfpued.  This  perfon 
xvm  fome  time  fince  mafter  of  an  Englifli 
veffel,  trading  from  port  to  port  in  North 
America,  particularly  up  the  river  St.  Law. 
rence  ;  but  being  taken  by  the  enemy,  has 
been  prifoner  with  the  general  Montcalm 
and  others  near  thtee  years,  who  would  not 
admit  of  any  exchange  for  him,  on  account 
of  his  extenfivc  knowledge  of  all  the  coaft, 
more  particularly  the  ftrengrh  and  foundings 
of  Quebeck  and  Louifbourgh  j  they  there- 
fore came  to  a  refolution  to  fend  him  to  Old 
France,  in  the  next  packet  boat,  there  to  be 
confined  till  the  end  of  the  war.  He  waa 
accordingly  embarked  (the  only  Englishman) 
and  the  packet  put  on  board*  In  their  voy- 
age he  was  admitted  to  the  eabbin,  where 
he  took  notice  one  day,  they  bundled  up 
the  packet,  and  put  it  into  a  canvas  bag, 
having  previously  thereto  made  it  ready  to 
be  thrown  overboard,  upon  any  danger  of 
being  taken. 

They  were  conftrained  to  put  into  Vigo  for 
fome  privifions,  as  alfo  to  gain  fome  intel- 
ligence of  the  Englifh  inthofefeas,  and  there 
found  one  or  more  Englifh  men  of  war  at 
anchor  \  upon  which  he  thought  it  a  proper 
opportunity  of  potting  the  following  fcheme 
in  execution.  One  night  taking  the  oppor- 
tunity of  all,  but  the  watch,  being  in  a 
found  fleep,  he  took  the  packet  out  of  the 
bag,  and  having  fixed  it  in  his  mouth,  he 
silently  let  himfelf  down  into  the  bay  j  and 
to  prevent  noife  by  fwimming,  floated  upon 
his  back  into  the  wake  of  the  Englidh  man 
of  war,  where  he  fecored  himfelf  by  the 
hawfer  ;  and,  upon  calling  out  for  ailifiance, 
was  immediately  taken  on  board,  and  the 
packet  entire.  The  captain  examined  him, 
treated  him  with  great  humanity,  gave  him 
a  fuit  of  his  own  cloaths,  fcarlet  trimmed 
with  black  velvet,  which  he  here  appeared 
in,  transcribed  the  packet,  which  is  laid  to 
be  of  the  utmost  importance,  in  regard  to 
our  fuccefs  in  North- America,  and  then  lent 
btm  poft  over-land  with  the  copy  of  tht 
packet  to  Lifbon  ;  from  whence  he  was 
brought  to  Falmouth  in  a  floop  cf  war,  and 
immediately  fet  out  poft  for  London.  Upon 
his  arrival  in  town,  he  was  examined  by 
proper  perfons  in  the  administration,  and 
rewarded  with  a  prefent  fopply  j  and  by  hit 
own  defiie  was  immediately  fent  to  Portf- 
mouth, to  go  out  on  board  admiral  Bof- 
ca wen's  own  (hip,  upon  the  prefent  expedi- 
tion to  North-America,  where  he  is  to  have 
the  command  of  a  floop  of  war."

M  The  soth  of  November  hie  majefty's 
(hip  AfTiftance  chaeed  a  French  privateer  of 
it  gune,  and  a  fchooner  privateer  with  a 
prize,  into  Tiberon  bay,  on  the  weft  end 
of  Hifpinioh,  where  the  French  had  a  bat- 
tery of  five  guns.   The  veflels  hauled  clofe 
to  the  fhore,  under  cover  of  the  battery  5 
but  it  tailing  calm,  capt.  Wcller  was  obliged 
to  tow  in  with  his  boats.   The  21ft  he 
burnt  the  fnow  and  fchooner,  funk  the  prize, 
and  dtAnounted  all  the  gun*  on  the  more. 
He  bad  two  men  killed  in  the  afiion,  and 
Ibi  mafia  and  rigging  much  damaged.  The 
privateer  fnow  was  late  the  Duke  Pacquet, 
itken  in  January  taft,  commanded  by  one 
Paianqui,  who  hat  done  great  prejudice  to 
ear  trade  in  this  and  the  late  war. 

The  34th  of  November  the  Princefs  Mary 
returned  from  cruizing  off  Monte  Chrifti, 
and  brought  in  a  Dutch  fhip  loaded  with  fu- 
g»r,  coffee,  and  indigo,  one  of  the  fleet 
that  failed  from  Cape  Francois  under  convoy 
tf  the  French  fhips  on  the  13th  of  Novem- 
ber. Ic  appears  by  the  confeflion  of  her 
mtn,  that  fhe  carried  out  from  Holland  to 
Cape  Francois,  cannon,  powder,  (hot,  and 
other  military  ftores,  and  was  returning 
freighted  with  their  produce.  I  have  ordered 
her  to  be  tried  in  the  Admiralty  court. 

I  failed  from  Port- Royal,  the  6th  of  De- 
cember, with  his  majefty'*  mips  the  Augufta 
aad  Princefs  Mary.  The  13th  I  made  the 
Augufta '•  fignal  to  chace  off  Cape  Tibe- 
ton,  who  took  a  fmall  French  (loop  loaded 
with  fogar  |  and  the  French  fet  Are  to  a 
larre  fhip  ii  the  bay,  to  prevent  ber  falling 
icto  our  hands-  She  blew  up  before  the 
Aujcufta's  boat  could  get  on  board.  1  have 
ence  been  informed  (he  mounted  16  guns, 
and  had  65  men  on  board. 

The  14th  we  took  two  French  privsteera 
with  our  boats,  one  of  eight  carriage  and 
la  fwivel  guns,  the  other  of  four  carriage 
sad  eight  fwivels  :  Moft  of  their  men  fwam 
J&ore. 

By  the  prifoners  I  was  informed,  that  a 
rich  fleet  was  ready  to  foil  from  Port  au 
Prince,  under  convoy  of  two  armed  mer- 
fhips  of  24  guns  each.  1  directly 
a  £ood  failing  fmall  ftjop,  that  I  have 


hired  for  a  tender,  to  look  into  that  port, 
who  returned  with  an  account,  that  eight 
loaded  (hips  were  come  out  of  the  harbour 
into  the  road,  and  lay,  with  their  mizen  top* 
fails  loofe,  unmoored.  I  immediately  order- 
ed  the  Augufta  to  ft  retch  to  the  fouihward 
to  guard  the  paflage  between  the  lfland  of 
Guanava  and  Petit  Guava,  and  I  kept  to 
the  northward  with  the  Princefs  Mary  be- 
tween the  Guanava  and  Cape  Nicolau.  The 
24th,  in  the  night,  the  Augufta  fell  in  with 
the  French  fleet,  conrlfling  of  eight  fhips, 
a  fnow,  and  a  brigantine,  and  by  noon,  next 
day,  had  taken  the  eight  fhips  and  brigan- 
tine  j  the  fnow  only  efcaped.  'I  have  fent 
capt.  Forreft,  with  the  prizes,  to  Jamaica, 
with  orders  to  return  to  me  dirtcliy,  as  I 
hope  to  meet  the  fleet  that  is  expected  at 
Cape  Frarj  >is  from  Europe.  The  prifoners 
fay  the  mips  we  have  taken  are  the  he  he  ft 
that  ever  failed  from  Port  au  Prince. 

The  Hornet  (loop  has  drove  afhore  and 
deftroyed  a  French  fnow  of  12  carriage 
guns,  and  taken  a  fmall  fchooner  privateer 
off  Cape  Rofa. 

Sunday.  19. 
Admiral  Bofcawen,  with  the  fleet  under 
his  command,  failed  from  St.  Helen's  for 
North- America.  The  Invincible,  one  of 
his  fleet,  of  74  guns,  capt.  Bcniley,  mifled 
her  flays,  and  run  upon  a  flat  on  the  eaft  of 
St.  Helen's.  Her  men,  guns,  ftores,  Sec, 
were  taken  out,  but  that  fine  fhip  is  quite 
loft. 

One  of  the  fhips  lately  arrived  from  the 
eaft  country,  fhipped  fuch  a  quantity  of 
water,  and  in  the  late  cold  weather  it  froze 
to  that  degree,  that  the  captain  computed 
he  had  above  40  tons  ef  ice  on  board.  Four 
ef  his  men  perifhed  by  the  cold.  They  were 
obliged  to  cut  their  way  thro"  the  ice  into 
the  hold  of  the  fhip. 

Our  cruisers  and  privateers  have  con- 
tinued to  be  very  fuccefsful  the  whole  of 
this  month  ;  and  betides  thofe  we  have  par- 
ticularly recorded,  many  rich  Weft- India 
prizes,  one  Turkey  man,  and  others,  have 
been  taken,  which  will  be  inferted,  in  due 
time,  in  our  lift  of  captures.  Capt.  Elliott, 
of  his  majefty's  fhip  H  offer,  took  the  Ven- 
geance of  24  twelve  and  nine  pounders,  an 
fwivels  and  3 10  men.  The  Torbay  has  alfo 
taken  a  frigate  of  26  guns,  18  and  twelve 
pounders,  and  350  men,  amongft  whom 
were  100  gentlemen  voluntiers,  the  being 
fitted  out  to  take  capt.  Lockhart.  (See 
p.  50.) 

Never  were  military  preparations  carried 
on  with  greater  vigour  and  aiTi4u»ty,  in  all 
his  naajt fly's  yards,  arfenals,  Sec  than  at 
prefent  ;  and  we  hope  the  tranfaetions  of 
the  fucceeding  fpring  will  obliterate  the  dif- 
agreeable  lemeinbrance  of  palt  mifcond-jlr. 

Within  a  few  weeks  numbers  of  robheriee 
have  been  committed  about  the  fkirts  of  the 
town,  and  on  the  highway  ;  but  ai  fome 
of  the  offenders  are  in  cutto'ly,  it  is  hoped 
the  remainder  of  the  glocmy  feafon  will 
N  a  pafs 
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pafs  away,  without  further  inftances  of 
fuch  rap:ne  and  brutality. 

A  fire  that  happened  at  Wootoo-Biflctf, 
en  the  iSth  of  December,  confumcd  the 
houfe  of  a  grocer  in  that  town. 

The  fleets  fom  the  Stre'tghts  and  OportQ, 
arrived  fafe  at  the  beginning  of  the  month.

FOREIGN  AFFAIRS,  1758. 
r"pHE  fudden  and  unexpected  retreat  of 
JL  the  Ruffian  army  left  lummer,  is  now 
become  more  myfterious  than  it  was  heforf , 
as  it  feems  plain  that  the  general  had  no 
orders  from  hit  court  for  that  purpofc  ;  be- 
caufe  that  court  have  n«">t  only  acceded  to 
the  quadruple  alliance,  mentioned  in  our 
la(t,  but  bave  put  th«ir  army  under  the 
command  of  general  Fermer,  and  oidered 
him  to  return  forthwith  into  Pruilia,  not- 
withftanding  the  rigorous  feaibn.  Accord- 
ingly he  began  his  maich  foon  after  thefirft 
of  laft  month,  and,  on  the  sad,  his  van- 
guard took  pclTeffion  of  Konigiberg,  the 
CApiral  of  PrulTn,  without  opposition,  aa 
all  the  Pruflian  troops  that  were  in  that 
country  had  retired  to  Manenwerder,  in  or- 
der to  pars  from  thence  into  Pomerania, 
where  the  PrutTun  tiocps  aie  at  prefent  tri- 
umphant, having  invelttd  StraHund  itfelf, 
and  blocked  it  up  fo  clofe,  that  nothing  c»o 
get  out  or  into  that  city  by  land  }  but  aa 
the  Swedes  have  in  it  a  garrifon  of  6000 

foot, 
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Wot,  and  600  horfe,  and  have  an  open 
communication  with  it  by  Tea,  it  may  hold 
out  till  they  are  able  to  relieve  it,  for  whith 
porpofe  they  talk  at  Stockholm  of  Tending 
a  reinforcement  of  12,000  men  to  their 
army  in  the  liland  of  Rugen. 

The  Prulfian  army  in  Sileri*,  and  the  Au- 
Arian  army  in  Bohemia,  continue  quiet  in 
their  winter  quarters  j  but  the  former  have 
a  detachment  cantoned  about  Schweidnitz 
for  blocking  Up  the  Aurtrian  garrifon  in  that 
place,  which  has  occa honed  feveral  fkir- 
mifties,  as  the  garrifon  makes  frequent  tal 
lies  upon  the  bcfiegers  ;  and  the  Pruffians 
have  likewife  another  detachment  in  the 
Aurtrian  Silefia,  where  they  ftill  hold  peffef- 
fion  of  Jcgendorff  and  Troppaw,  and  raite 
contributions  even  as  far  as  Tefchen,  which 
obliged  the  Auftrians  to  fend  a  ftiong  de- 
tachment to  Jablu-  ka,  in  order  to  guard  the 
pafs  from  Silefia  into  Hungary. 

The  ftates  of  the  electorate  of  Saxony 
were  laft  month  convoked  at  Leipfic,  in  or- 
der to  take  into  confederation,  or  rather  to 
hear  the  demand  made  by  the  king  of  I'ruf. 
fia,  which  confirted  of  three  articles  :  Firft, 
The  delivery  of  18,000  recruits.  Secondly, 
The  payment  of  a  year's  revenue  of  the 
electorate  in  advance  j  and,  Thirdly.  An 
extraordinary  fubfidy  of  $00,000  crowns 
from  that  city  s  All  which  were  to  be  com- 
plied with  under  pain  of  military  execu- 
tion i  and  as  the  city  of  Leipfic  found  it- 
felf  unable  to  comply  with  the  demand,  the 
P ruffian  troops  began  the  fecond  inftant  to 
proceed  to  military  execution,  in  the  fame 
manner  as  his  Pruffian  majtfty's  enemies  do 
in  all  the  territories  of  him  and  his  allies, 
which  they  have  been  able  to  make  them- 
felves  matters  of. 

From  Lower  Saxony  we  have  had  Once 
our  la  ft  the  following  accounts. 

Ackerflehcn,  Jan  14.  Since  the  memo- 
rable batile  of  Rofbach  had,  by  its  confe- 
quences,  obliged  marfha)  Richelieu  to  retire 
from  the  Prufiian  territory,  the  governor  of 
Magdebourg  detached  a  part  of  his  garrifon, 
confining  of  a  brigade  of  foot,  and  1200 
horfe,  under  the  command  of  gen.  Jun- 
cheim,  to  cover  the  flat  country  of  Haiber- 
ftadt  from  the  enemy's  incurfions.  This 
general  took  poft  at  Halberftndt  with  two 
battalions,  and  fent  the  third  to  Quedlin- 
bourg  5  and  with  this  fmall  patty  he  has 
kept  the  French  for  two  months  in  con- 
tinual alarm  in  their  quarters,  as  far  as  the 
gates  of  Brunfwick :  This  conduct  of  gene- 
ral Junchiem  has  occafioned  him  the  ho- 
nour of  a  vifit  from  upwards  of  10,000 
French,  who  vainly  flattered  themfelvcs 
with  the  hopes  of  furprizing  and  demolishing 
our  fmall  corps  :  For  this  purpofe  they 
marched  in  the  night,  between  the  icth  and 
11th,  with  defign  to  invert  Halberftadt  the 
next  morning.  Gen.  Junchiem  being  ap- 
prized of  the  enemy's  motions,  took  his 
sseafures  fo  well,  that  at  break  of  day  he 
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marched  out  of  the  place,  which  it  was  trrr- 
porlibfe  for  him  to  defend  aptnrt  an  arn.^- 
He  polled  himfclf  upon  arnemnence  at  frm« 
diftance  from  thetoWn,  and,  while  the  tro 
ported  at  Quedtinbourg  were  joir.ir.g  hi-.n. 
his  cavalry  fkirmiined  with  the  enemy.  t>vaj 
this  occafion  we  had  one  folrlirr  wi.'imdcH, 
and  have  made  prifoners  an  officer  and  fom-S 
French  foldiers.  After  the  whote  had  join- 
ed him,  general  Juncheim  beg  m  to  march, 
a-d  is  come  hither,  without  the  ie<ft  mc- 
leftation,  the  enemy  not  having  av»ncd 
themfelves  in  the  leaft  of  their  great  fupe- 
riority,  fo  that  they  have  done  nothing  by 
t?iis  famous  winter  expedition,  urki's  we 
reckon  among  their  advantage*',  fi.it  of 
having  committed  great  exceffvs  iv.  the  ;ovr« 
of  Halberftadt  and  its  neighbourhood,  ancf 
having  left  marks  of  a  discipline  unknown 
to  tht  Pruffians. 

B>emen,  Jjn.  18.    General  Hardrrhcrg 
having  diflodged  the  nth  inft.  from  Eur^b. 
Voe-elfack,  and  Ritterhude,  the  French  Ct  + 
tachmenrs  that  occupied  thefe  pofts,  the  puh- 
lick  inferred  from  thence,  that  thefc  detach-  * 
mentj  would  retire  from  the  AHer,  and  that 
therefore  the  tetrir»ry  of  Bremen  wot: Id  not.

Tbc 
duke  <>f  Broglio  having  aflVmbitd  the  trropi 
that  were  at  Otteifburg,  Rothenbu-g,  and 
the  neighboring  parts,  appeared  the  i^h 
inftant  in  the  evening,  before  this  city,  and 
demanded  the  gate*  to  be  opened  to  him, 
threatening,  in  cafe  of  a  refufal,  to  have  re- 
coutfe  to  extremities  and  to  punifh  the  in-^ 
habitants  for  the  leaft  oppufition.  Some 
perfona  were  deputed  to  the  general,  to  re-, 
queft  his  waiting  tilt  the  next  morning.

THE  plague  is  broke  out  at  Smyrna, 
His  majeftys  fhip  Amhufcade  has 
taken  and  fent  five  Tuikey  mips  into  Leg;^ 
horn.  Minden  furrendcred  on  the  14th  In 
the  morninr,  and  the  garrifon,  confuting  of 
3516  men,  were  made  prifontrs  of  war, 
amongft  whom  a  lieutenant-general,  and 
two  brigadiers  general  of  the  French  armies.

It  it  with  the  greateft  pleafure  that  I  ac- 
quaint my  lords  commiffioncrs  of  the  Ad- 
mi'  .1 1  ty  of  the  fuccefe  of  his  majefty's  fhipa 
in  this  river.    The  enemy  had  not  fuffe  red 
the  buoys  to  be  laid  this  year,  thinking  by 
that  means  to  obftrufi  any  attempt!  for  the 
recovery  of  Embden  by  fea.    It  was  there- 
fore, with  equal  furpnze  and  concern,  that 
they  obferved  the  arrival  of  his  majerty't 
fhips  Seahorfe  and  Strombolo  j  and  after 
having  doubled  the  number  of  their  work- 
men upon  the  batteries  they  had  begun, 
they  fet  about  raiftng  three  more  towards 
the  fea  with  all  expedition,  expedling  to  be 
attacked  from  that  quarter.    On  the  17th, 
the  Seahorfe  and  Strombolo  anchored  be* 
tsveen  Delfziel  and  Knok,  and,  on  the  18th, 
they  came  to  their  flation  between  Knok 
and  Embden,  by  which  the  enemy  faw 
themfelves  cut  off  from  all  communication 
down  the  river.    They  continued  working 
on  their  batteries  towards  the  fea,  but  at 
the  fame  time  made  all  the  neceffary  prepa- 
rations for  evacuating  the  place — The  gar- 
rifon  con  fitted  of,  French  foot  of  prince 
d'Eu*s  regiment,   1300.-—  Horfe  of  general 
Luffgnan's  regiment,  300.— Ditto  of  the  re- 
giment Bellefont  du  Roy,  300.  —  Ditto  Or- 
leans, 300.  — Ditto  Boerbon  Buffet,  300.-*- 
Auftrian  foot  of  the  regiment  of  prince 
Charles  of  Lorraine,  and  col.  Van  Pflatz, 
1  too.  — Two  companies  of  artillery,  of  60 
men  each,  no.— In  all  37*0.— On  the  19th, 
at  Ax  in  the  morning,  the  French  troops 
were  underarms,  and  marched  out  of  the 
town  before  night.    And,  on  the  soth,  the 
Auftrians  began  their  march  at  nine  in  the 
morning.    About  noon,  and  not  before,  I 
had  intelligence  of  thefe  operations,  and 
that  they  had  been  tranfporting  their  hag- 
gage  and  cannon  op  the  river,  in  fmall  veflels 
over  night ;  and  that  one  of  them  was  lying 
round  a  point  of  land,  at  fomediftance  from 
us,  to  go  up  by  next  tide.   So  foon  as  we 
could  flem  the  tide,  I  difpatched  the  armed 
cutter  Acrias,  and  two  of  my  boats,  in 
purfuit  of  the  enemy.   They  came  up  with 
ehe  veffel  we  had  intelligence  of,  and  took 
her.    I  reinforced  them  by  another  boat, 
and  the  whole  detachment,  commanded  by 
capt.  Taylor,  continued  the  chace  up  the 
river.    The  enemy  at  this  time  lined  both 
fides  of  it,  and  gave  the  fir  ft  fire  on  the 
boats,  who  were  then  coming  up  with  three 
of  their  armed  veflels.   The  Are  was  brifkly 
returned  on  our  fide  ;  and,  in  fight  of  their 
army,  and  under  their  fire,  capt.  Taylor 
came  up  with  one  of  them,  attacked  her, 
run  her  a  ground,  and  carried  her,  after 
fome  firing  on  both  fides.   The  officers  and 
men  left  the  veffel  to  recover  the  fliore,  in 
attempting  of  which,  Come  of  them  were 
d;opt  by  the  fire  from  the  boa:.   The  other 


two  veflels,  which  had  the  cannon  on  board* 
got  dear  under  favour  of  the  night,  and 
cover  of  their  army.    The  firft  veflcl  taken, 
had  the  fon  of  lieutcnaot-colencl  Scholl- 
heins,  of  prince  Charles  of  Lorraine's  regi- 
ment, and  one  corporal  and  one  pioneer  on 
board,  with  fome  baggage  belonging  to  his 
father.    There  was   fome  money   found) . 
which,  partly  from  the  fpecie,  and  partly 
from  the  manner  of  its  being  made  up,  was 
concluded  to  he  pay  for  the  troops,  and 
therefore  detained,  together  with  the  corpo- 
ral and  pioneer,  and  all  the  little  imple- 
ments of  war  they  had  with  them.    As  for 
the  lieutenant-colonel's  fon,  he  is  but  a

FOREIGN  AFFAIRS,  1758. 

MARSHAL  Richelieu  hiving  been 
recalled,  and  the  count  de  Clermont 
fent  to  command  the  French  army  in 
Lower  Saxony :  The  latter  arrived  at  Hano- 
vtr  the  15th  alt;  and,  it  is  raid,  that  pre- 
sently after  his  arrival,  he  wrote  ro  his  fo- 
vrreign,  that  he  had  found  his  majefty's 
army  divided  into  three  bodies,  one  above 
ground,  the  other  under  ground,  and  the 
third  in  the  hofpitals.  Therefore  he  defired 
hi*  majefty's  inftruclione,  whether  he  mould 
endeavour  to  bring  the  ftrft  away,  or  if  he 
mould  ftay  till  it  had  joined  the  other  two. 
It  is  indeed  evident,  that  he  neither  carried 
difcretionary  orders  along  with  him,  nor 
proper  inductions  for  withdrawing  his 
army  from  that  country ;  for  he  has  neither 
ventured  to  ftand  a  general  engagement, 
nor  did  he  withdraw  his  troops  from  their 
oiftant  qoarters,  antil  by  the  enemy's  ap- 
proach, they  were  forced  to  retire  with 
fuch  precipitation  as  to  leave  all  their  lick, 
and  a  great  part  of  their  artillery,  ammu- 
nition, and  baggage,  behind  them,  befides 
lofiog,  in  their  retreat,  a  confideraMc  num- 
ber of  officers  and  foldiers,  who  were  cut 
off  or  made  prifoners  by  the  enemy.  The 
t«ro  chief  bodies  of  their  army,  however, 
which  were  at  Zell  and  Hanover,  retired  in 
pretty  good  order  to  Hamelen,  where  they 
bate  colleAed  all  the  troops  they  could  get 
together,  except  eight  battalions  and  eight 
fquadrons,  with  Tome  Huffiri,  tec.  amounting, 
in  the  whole,  to  between  3  and  4000  men, 
which  they  left  in  garrifon  at  Minden,  in 
order  10  retard  the  approach  of  the  com- 
bined army  under  prince  Ferdinand  (if  Bmnf- 
wick  ;  and  as  the  prince  could  not  leave 
that  garrifon  behind  him,  as  foon  as  he  had 
reduced  Hoya,  as  before  mentioned  *,  he 
marched  Co  attack  Minden,  which  he  in- 
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vcfted  on  the  5th  inft.  but  as  he  could  not 
get  his  cannon  up,  by  reafon  of  the  badnefs 
of  the  roads,  the  trenches  were  not  opened 
tilt  the  9th,  from  which  day  the  attack  was 
fo  brifkly  carried  on,  that  the  garrifon  were 
forced  to  capitulate,  and  to  furrender  them- 
feWes  prifoners  of  war  on  the  14th.  From 
hence  we  may  judge,  that  the  French  are 
very  much  afraid  of  coming  to  a  general  en- 
gagement, otherwise  they  would  not  have 
expafed  themfelves  to  the  lofs  of  fuch  a 
number  of  men,  meerly  for  the  fake  of  re- 
tarding the  approach  of  the  enemy  for  nine 
days  only. 

When  the  French  began  to  think  of  aban- 
doning the  city  of  Hanover,  the  inhabitants 
were  in  a  terrible  fright,  left  they  fhould  be 
expofed  to  a  general  plurider,  but  the  duke 
of  Randan,  the  French  fovernor,  took  par- 
ticular care  that  none  of  the  French  foldters 
mould  attempt  to  plunder,  and  before  he 
left  the  place,  inilead  of  deftroymg'  their 
magazine  of  pro  virions,  as  was  done  in  moffc 
other  places,  he  was  fo  generous  as  to  caufe 
the  whole  to  be  diftributed  among  the  poor 
of  that  city,  or  fold  at  a  very  low  price. 
For  this  humane  and  generous  behaviour 
the  regency  of  Hanover  have  fince  tent  him 
a  letter  of  thanks,  as  well  as  another  to 
count  de  Clermont  \  and  on  the  5th  inft. 
which  was  obferved  a3  a  day  of  folemn 
thankfgrving  at  Hanover,  for  their  delivery 
from  their  enemies,  the  clergy  did  not  fail 
to  celebrate  this  generofity  and  chanty  in 
their  fermons ;  which,  furely,  muft  give 
that  general  a  much  more  durable  fatitfac- 
tion,  than  any  he  could  have  had  from  fa- 
tiating  a  brural  revenge. 

We  have  lately  had  no  accounts  of  any 
importance  from  Pomcrania,  but  we  may 
very  foon  expect  fome  \  for  in  Sweden  they 
are  preparing,  with  the  utmoft  difpatcb,  to 
fend  a  reinforcement  of  1  a  or  1 3,000  men 
to  their  army  in  that  country  j  and  on  the 
other  ride  an  army  of  Rulfians  is  upon  their 
march  to  penetrate  into  the  c<tilern  part  of 
that  dutcby,  wuilft  two  other  Ruflian  ar- 
mies feem  to  be  bending  their  march,  one 
towards  the  fouthern  part  cf  Silefia,  and  the 
other  directly  towards  Frankfort  upon  the 
Oder. 

From  Silefia  we  hear,  that  the  Auftrian 
garrifon  of  Schwcidnitz  ftJl  holds  out ;  and 
that  detachment*  from  their  army  have  beat 
the  Prufiians  from,  and  recovered  pclTcffion 
of  Troppau  in  the  Auftrun  Silefia,  and  Lie- 
bau  upon  the  confines  cf  tlut  Dutchy. 

Baron  Ponickau,  the  Saxon  miniAer  at 
the  diet  of  the  irnpire,  has  communicated 
fome  Ion  jdepofuion? ,  from  which  it  appears, 
how  the  kin,?  ci  Pruflia  came  by  all  the 
fecret  tranfaclion&  of  the  Saxon  court,  evtr 
fince  the  beginning  of  the  year  1753,  by 
menu  if  ot.e  Frederick- William  Menztl, 
who  was  a  clerk  of  the  cabinet  to  hi&  Polifh 
majefly,  and  whufe  treach:ry  was  not  dif- 
ewered  till  September,  1757,  when  he,  and 
his  brother-in-law,  by  whom  he  kept  a 
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corrcfpondence  with  the  Pruflian  minirtcrs, 
were  taken  into  cuftody,  and  both  confcfTed 
their  crime.  Whereupon  it  may  be  ob- 
ferved,  that  this  authenticates  all  the  fecret 
flate  papers  which  his  Pruflian  majtrty  has 
communicated  to  the  puhhck. 

The  French  have  again  begun  to  prepare 
for  frightening  us  with  an  invation,  by  or- 
dering a  fquadron  of  26  mips  of  the  line,  and 


were  preceded  by  encouraging  fome  proper 
people  to  commit  fmall  riots  in  the  night  : 
And  in  fcvcral  parts  of  the  town,  a  crew  of 
obfeure  ruffians  were  accordingly  employed 
about  that  time,  who  probably  exceeded* 
their  commiffion  ;  and  mixing  thcmfelvei 
with  thofe  difordcrly  people  that  often  in- 
fed  the  Areets  ac  midnight,  acted  inhuman 
outrages  on  many  pcrfona,  whom  they  cut 
nine  frigates,  to  be  fitted  out  at  Brett  {  and     and  mangled  in  the  face  and  arms,  and  other 


by  forming  a  contideratvc  army  upon  the 
coaft  of  the  French  Netherlands ;  but  they 
have  not  begun  to  talk  or  preparing  any 
flat-bottomed  boats  ;  and  probably  we  (hall 
not  now  be  fo  ealily  frightened  as  we  were' 
in  the  years  1755  and  1756,  as  placemen 
will  probably  be  employed  to  didipate,  in- 
fUad  of  propagating  any  fuch  ridiculous  ap- 
prehenfions  among  the  people.

that  Svbjccl.  Tbe  reverend  Dean>  after  giv- 
ing an  Account  of  Prince  Eugene**  Arrival 
here,  proceeds  at  follows  : 

PRINCE  Eugene's  vitlt  to  his  friend?  in 
England  continued  longer  than  was 
expected  j  be  was  every  day  entertained 
magnificently  by  perfons  of  quality  of  both 
parties  j  he  went  frequently  to  the  trea- 
furer,  and  femetimes  affected  to  do  it  in 
private }  he  vifited  the  other  mmifters  and 
great  officers  of  the  court,  but  on  all  occa- 
sions publickly  owned  the  character  and 
appellation  of  a  Whig ;  and  in  fecret,  held 
continual  meetings  with  the  duke  of  Marl- 
borough, and  the  other  discontented  lords, 
where  Mr.  Bothmar  ufually  affilled.    It  is 
the  great  ambition  of  this  prince  to  be  per- 
petually engaged  in  war,  without  confider- 
ing  the  caufe  or  confequence  ;  and  to  fee 
himfelf  at  the  head  of  an  army,  where  only 
he  can  make  any  confiderahle  figure.  He 
is  not  without  a  natural  tincture  of  that 
cruelty,  fome  time  charged  upon  the  Italians  $ 
and  being  nurfed  in  arms,  hath  fo  far  cx- 
tinguifhed  pity  and  lemorfe,  that  he  will,  at 
any  time,  facrifice  a  thoufand  men's  lives,  to 
a  caprice  of  glory  or  revenge.   He  had  con- 
ceived an  incurable  hatred  tor  the  trcafurer, 
as  the  perfon  who  principally  oppofed  this 
infatiable  pafllon  for  war  $  fairi  he  had  hopes 
of  others,  but  that  the  treal'urer  v  as  m 
mcbant  Stable ;  not  to  be  moved  ;  therefore, 
flnce  it  was  imp  v.hble  for  him  cr  his  friends 
to  compafi  their  dcfigns,  whilft  that  mini- 
fler  continued  at   the  l>ead  of  affairs,  he 
propofed  an  expedient,  often  praftifed  by 
thofe  of  his  country,  that  the  trcafurcr  (to 
ufe  his  own  exprefiien)  fhould  betaken  off, 
a  la  negligence  }  that  this  mi^ht  eafily  be 
done,  and  pafs  for  an  effect  of  chance,  if  it 


parts  of  the  body,  without  any  provocation; 
but  an  effectual  flop  was  Coon  pur  to  thefe 
enormities,  which  probably  prevented  the 
execution  of  the  main  defign. 

I  am  very  fenfible,  that  fuch  an  imputa- 
tion ought  not  to  be  charged  upon  any  per* 
fbn  whatever,  upon  flight  grounds,  or  doubt- 
ful furmifes  $  and  that  thofe  who  think  I  am 
able  to  produce  no  better,  will  judge  this 
paffage  to  be  fitter  for  a  libel  than  a  hiAory  \ 
but  as  the  account  was  given  by  more  than 
one  perfon  who  was  at  the  meeting,  fo  it 
was  confirmed  palt  all  contradiction  by  fc- 
vcral intercepted  letters  and  papers :  And  it 
is  mod  certain,  that  the  rage  of  the  defeated 
party,  upon  their  frequent  difappointments, 
was  (o  far  inflamed,  as  to  maece  them  ca- 
pable of  fome  counfeis  yet  more  violent  and 
dtfperate  than  this,  which,  however,  by 
the  vigilance  of  thaf=  near  tbe  perfon  of  her 
m.ijcfty,  were  happily  prevented. 

Thus  far  the  Dean }  but  we  wilh  the  Dean 
had  told  us,  whether  he  had  himfelf  con- 
verfed  with  any  one  perfon  who  was  at  the 
meeting  where  this  wicked  plot  was  hatched, 
or  faw  and  read  any  intercepted  letter  or 
paper  that  gave  an  account  of  it ;  for  if  he 
had  ins  information  only  from  our  miniflers, 
his  being  told  fo,  may  be  foppofed  to  have 
been  a  ministerial  artifice,  deftgned  to inflame 
hi*  ze4l  for  their  fcrvice,  and  co  rivet  his 
aveifion  for  their  enemies.

"  On  the  third  of  April,  the  fquadron, 
confining  of  feven  <hip»  of  the  line  and 
three  fiigates,  made  the  light  of  the  Bsleince 
on  the  )Ac  of  Rhe,  {about  nine  at  night, 
the  weather  being  fair,  and  a  moderate 
breeze  at  N.  N.  W.  At  eleven  tacked  and 
flood  off  till  half  pad  two  in  the  morning 
of  the  41  h.  when  we  racked  again,  wind  at 
N.  E.  then  brought  to,  and  prepared  for 
a&ion  :  At  three  we  made  fail  towards 
Bafque  road  :  At  day-break  we  difcovered 
a  numerous  convoy,  a  few  leagues  to  wind- 
ward, and  gave  cliace  ;  but  the  wind  baf- 
fling, the  convoy,  with  three  frigates  that 
efcorted  it,  got  into  St.  Martin's  on  the  Ifle 
of  Rhe,  except  one  brig  that  was  run  on 
fhore  and  burnt  by  the  Huffar.  At  noon, 
we  bore  away  for  Bafque  road  i*  a  line 
s-head,  with  a  moderate  gale  at  "N.  N.  W. 
At  four  in  the  afternoon  dtfeovered  the 
enemy  plain,  lying  off  the  Ifled' Aix.  Their 
force  was  the  Floriffant  of  74,  Spbynar  64, 
Hardi  64,  Dragon  64,  Warwick  60  guns; 
and  fix  or  feven  frigates,  with  about  40 
merchant  fhips,  which  I  have  been  fince  in- 
formed had  3000  troops  on  board.  At  half 
part  four  made  a  fignal  for  a  general  chace 
to  the  S.  E.  At  five,  the  enemy  began  to 
cut  and  flip  their  cables,  and  to  run  in  great 
eonfufion  ;  At  fix,  their  commodore  made 
off,  when  we  were  within  gun- foot  and 
half  :  Many  of  thofe  fhips  which  fled  were 
by  this  time  on  the  mud  t  As  I  knew  for 
certain  there  was  not  fuflficjent  depth  of 
water  for  us  to  follow  them,  at  half  pair  fix 
we  came  to  an  anchor  abreaft  cf  Iflc  d'Aix  : 
At  five,  next  morning,  faw  all  the  enemy's

FOREIGN  AFFAIRS,  175*. 

AFTER  the  reduflion  of  Minden,  at 
mentioned  in  our  lafl,  the  combined 
army,  under  prince  Ferdinand  of  Brur.fwick, 
began  to  move  towards  Hamcien,  where  the 
French  had  their  head  quarters,  bot  the  lat- 
ter did  not  think  (it  to  Aay  for  them  ;  for, 
upon  their  approach,  the  French  retired  from 
Hamelen,  leaving  tl»eir  tick  and  wounded, 
and  part  of  their  magazines  behind  them, 
and  without  flopping  till  they  came  to  Pa* 
deibom,  where  they  fixed  their  bead  quar- 
ters, on  the  iSth  ult.  but  the  combined  ar- 
my having  next  day  arrived  at  Melie,  the 
former  retreated,  as  fad  as  they  could,  to  the 
Rhine,  and.  in  their  march,  were  joined  by 
the  troops  that  had  been  atEmbdcn,  and  by 
thofe  that  had  been  at  Caflel,  and  in  the 
landgraviate  of  HefTc,  which  they  evacuated 
on  the  1 1  it  ult.  During  this  whole  retreat 
of  the  French  troops,  they  were  closely  at- 
tended by  the  Pruflian  Huflart  and  Hano- 
verian Hunters,  who  killed,  or  made  pri- 
foner?,  a  confiderable  number  of  their  men, 
and  feized  many  of  their  baggage  waggons, 
and  fome  of  their  artillery ;  and  in  many 
places  they  left  great  numbers  of  Tick  and 
wounded,  with  large  magazines  of  provtfiooa 
and  forage,  befides  what  they  deftroyed  j 
yet,  in  all  accounts  from  their  army,  they 
tell  us,  that  they  were  forced  to  retiie  for 
want  of  provifions  and  forage,  no  fupply  of 
which,  it  feems,  they  could  find  till  after 
they  had  pa0cd  the  Rhine,  which  they  have 
now  all  done,  except  their  garrifon  in  WefeJ, 
where  the  count  de  Clermont  has,  at  prefent, 
hi$  head  luanetaj  but,  it  U  probable,  ke 
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frill  nrt(  long  continue  there,  as  tbe  vanguard 
of  the  combined  army  i%  already  arrived  at 
Haltcrcn.

With  regard  to  the  war  In  the  weft  end  of 
Pomerama.  all  we  have  heard  fince  oor  laft, 
tS  tiut  the  Pruflian  marihal  Lehwald  hat 
bid  leave,  on  account  of  his  great  age,  to 
refign  the  command  of  the  army,  and  is  ap- 
pelated governor  of  Berlin.  That,  on  the 
ijih  ult.  the  fort  of  Penemunde  furrendered 
to  tbe  i'ru/Tun  general  ManteufTcl,  the  gar- 
nfon,  confirting  of  eight  officers,  and  t8o 
foMicrs,  being  made  prifoners  of  war  *. 
And  that,  in  the  night  of  the  fourth  in ftant, 
lb:  Swedes  made  an  attempt  to  retake  this 
fan  by  Surprize,  but  were  repulfed,  with 
peat  lof$,  by  the  Pruflian  garrifon,  though 
itconufted  of  only  150  men.

where  they  immediately  poured  in  detach** 
ments  of  light  troops,  to  raife  contributions,, 
and  to  harra/s  the  ourpofts  of  tbe  enemy- 
At  the  fame  time  the  baron  de  la  Mothe 
Fouquet,  at  the  head  of  another  detachment 
from  the  Pruflian  army,  marched  again  ft  the. 
Auftrian  general  Jahnus,  who  was  potted  taj 
the  county  ol  Gia'z,  obliged  him  to  abandon 
all  the  pofts  he  had  occupied  in  that  county*  , 
and  puiTued  him  as  far  as  Nachod,  within 
ao  miles  of  Konigingran,  where  the  grand 
Auftrian  army  was  polled,  and  where  >t  haa. 
continued  ever  fince  the  arrival  of  marfhai 
Daun,  who  fct  out  the  ninth  ult.  from  Vi- 
enna, to  take  upon  him  the  command  of 
that  army,  but  has  not  yet  attempted  any 
thing  of  confequenee  1  no,  not  even  to  re- 
lieve Schweidnitz,  on  account,  as  the  Auk 
ftriaru  fay,  of  the  difficulty  of  paffing  the 
mountains,  which  are,  at  yet,  covered  With, 
fnow. 

The  army  of  the  empire  is  affembling  un- 
der the  prince  of  Diux-pc*nr<,  near  Bamberg, 
in  Franconia  j  and  the  Prttftuns  are  forming  < 
an  srmy  to  opuofe  it,  whrcn  h  to  be  com- 
manded by  prince  Henry  of  Pruflia,  and  to 
confift  of  30  coo  men.  The  French  Arena, 
likewife.  as  jf  they  intended  to  fend  a  new 
army  Into  Franconia,  bcraufe  they  are  for- 
tifying Hanau  and  AlchaiVCnburg,  both 
which  are  quite  out  of  the  way  of  any  ar- 
my that  is  dehgncd  to  act  upon  the  Lower  - 
Khme,  or  in  V/eflphaha.

FOREIGN  AFFAIRS,  1758. 

ON  the  fixth  ott.  the  prince  of  Bevem 
arrived  AC  Breflau  from  B»ir>  in  Mora^ 
via,  where  he  had  been  prifoner  ever  fince 
he  was  accidentally  taken,  a*  formerly  men- 
tioned *,  having  been  exchanged  for  or.c  cf 
the  AuArian  general*  taken  prifoner  by  the 
Prulliaos.    He  it  faid  to  have  met  with  a 
very  favourable  reception  from  his  Pruilian 
maj.Oy,  but  we  do  not  hear  that  be  has  at  yet 
had  any  particular  comm  ind  conferred  on  him. 
The  town  of  Schweidnitz  having  furrendert  d 
to  tlre-Prufiians  on  the  16th  ult.  (fee  p. 2^7.) 
bi»  Pruflian  ruajcity  began  prefcutly  ate»  to 
prepare  for  a  msrch,  in  order  to  compel  the 
AuArian  army,  under  marftul  Daun,  to  come 
to  an  engagement,  which  they  will  certainly 
avoid,  if  they  can,  until  their  allies  are  all 
ready  to  begin  their  operations.    For  this 
purpofe   his  Pruflian  majrfty  refolved  to 
march  towards  Vienna,  as  this  would  oblige 
the  Auftiian  army  to  follow  him,  which 
might  f  urn  id)  him  with  an  opportunity  to 
attack  them  upon  equal  terms.  According- 
ly he  aflenabled  the  slower  of  his  troops,  to  the 
number  of  about  50,000  men,  nearNetiTe,  in 
Srii-fia,  which  he  divided  into  three  columns, 
and,  on  the  25th  ult.  marflial  Keith,  at  the 
head  of  the  firft  column,  fet  out  on  his 
march  towards  Moravia,  having  an  advanced 
guard  commanded  by  the  prince  of  Wurtem- 
burg  1  On  the  a 7th,  the  king  htsnfelf,  at  the 
head  of  the  fecond  column  fet  out  ;  and, 
•n  the  aoth,  he  was  followed  by  the  third 
eofumn,  under   the   command  of  prince 
Maurice  of  Anhalt  DelTau.    Upon  the  ap- 
proach of  the  Pruflian  army,  general  de 
la  ViJIe,  who  commanded  a  body  of  Au- 
Arian troop*  in  Moravia,  threw  part  of  them 
into  Olmutz,  and  retired  with  the  reft  as 
the  PrurBans  advanced  ;  and,  by  the  lad 
accounts,  the  latter  had  patted  by  Olmutz, 
after  leaving  a  furncient  body  for  blockading 
that  city.    In  (he  mean  time  the  AuArian 
army,  under  mar  trial  Daun,  feem  refolved 
to  leave  that  part  of  the  country  to  the 
mercy  of  the  enemy.   They  have,  indeed, 
begun  to   move  that  way  from  Skaiitz, 
near  Nachod,    in  Bohemia,  where  they 
were  encamped  when  they  fiilk  heard  of 
the  king  of  PruiTia's  march  into  Moravie, 
but  by  thc.laft  accounts  they  had  got  no 
farther  than  Leutomyfei  in  their  way  to- 
ward* Olmutz, 

He  fide  this  army  with  which  the  king  of 
Prudia  ha*  marched  into  Moravia,  he  his 
erder'-d  another  to  be  alfcmbled  in  Saxony, 
under  hta  brother  prince  Henry*  which,  it  it 
(aid,  will  conuit  of  abou;  39,000  men,  and 
U  to  oppefc  the  army  01  the  empire,  or 
.  *  . 
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what  U  called  the  army  of  execution, 
which  began  to  alfemble  at  Beirut,  or  Sa- 
reith,  in  eranconia,  under  the  prince  of 
Deuxponts,  but  did  not,  on  the  firft  intlant, 
amount  to  above  to  or  11,000  men,  and 
weie  often  dirtorbcd  in  their  ouNpnAs  by  * 
body  of  Pruriuns  under  ine  command  of 
general  Meyer. 

On  the  other  fide  the  Ruffian  army  con- 
tinues lit  1 1  upon  the  Vu)ula,  which  mafce* 
both  the  republick  of  Poland,  and  the  city* 
of  Dantaick,  very  uneafy,  ofpcoiaNy  the 
latter  ;  for,  on  the  10th  ult.  M  Puftbkw, 
the  RulTtan  rendent,  demanded,  in  the  earns* 
o(  the  emprrfs  his  millrcfs,  that  the  me- 
liorates mould  receive  a  Ruffian  garrifaa 
into  that  city,  which  they  not  only  refuted, 
but  ordered  all  the  citieens  to  arsns,  and 
took  every  other  method  to  provide  lor 
their  defence.  However,  they  prefcnOy 
fent  deputies  to  general  Fcmter,  who  ftdl 
icuins  the  chief  command  o*  the  Rufiiao 
army,  aod,  after  fame  negotiation,  the  do* 
mand  feems  to  be  given  up,  for,  by  the  J  aft 
advices  ftom  thence,  a  part  of  the  Romaej 
army,  to  the  number  of  ij^oco,  had  ac%u-* 
ally  part  the  Virtu)*,  by  the  6th  inrtam,  end 
general  Fermer  was  preparing  to  follow  wiiis 
the  reft  j  but  they  have  ttiU  three  or  four 
days  march  before  they  can  enter  any  of 
the  Pruftnn  tcrritoriet.  or  approach  the 
Pi  ufTian  army  aflembkd  in  the  eaft  end  mi 
Pomerania.  By  the  Jame  advice*  we  are 
likewife  told,  that  another  Ruffian  army  cf 
30,000  men,  under  the  command  of  general 
Czernicheu,  wire  upon  their  march  tbro* 
Poland  for  Silefta,  and  were  then  got  near 
as  far  as  Grodno. 

The  Swedilh  troops,  in  Stralfend  and  the 
Ifle  of  Rugen,  have  hitherto  in  wain  wailed 
for  a  reinforcement  of  troops  ft 00a  their 
own  country,  owing  probably  to  a  deficiency 
in  the  fubndies  and  pontic**  promt  fed  by. 
and  expeeled  from  France  4  but  as  pact  oi 
the  Prufiiso  army  have  Keen  obliged  to 
mirch  to  oppoie  the  Ruffians,  it  is  faid# 
that  the  garrifon  of  Stralfund  have  ventured 
to  march  out,  and  encamp  under  die  can- 
non of  the  piece. 

By  our  Ult  advices  from  YYeftphalia,  dated 
the  soth  inftanr,  both  the  H 4 no-rerun  and 
French  armies  continued  in  their  quarters  of 
cantonment,  the  former  in  the  biihoprickef 
Munftcr,  and  the  latter  upon  the  banks  ei 
the  Rhine,  above  and  below  Wefel  4  but 
both  are  with  great  diligence  preparing  for 
opening  the  campaign,  and  as  both,  efpe- 
ciatly  the  tatter,  have  been  reinforced  at 
well  as  recruited,  we  may  probably  fcon 
hear  of  a  battle  ;  for  thd'  the  French  be  ft 
little  fuperior  in  number,  a  general  bred 
under  the  king  of  Prollia,  as  prince  Ferdi- 
nand of  Brunfwiek  has  Keen,  wMI  not,  on 
that  account,  ovoid  coming  to  an  engage- 
ment.

A  waggon,  loaded  with  the  wardrobe, 
fcenery,  and  other  apparatus  of  the  Bath 
eompany  of  comedians,  value  1000I.  lately 
took  fire  on  Salisbury  Plain,  and  the  whole 
was  confumcd. 

Liverpool,  June  a.  Monday  laft,  about 
four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  as  four  boys 
were  playing  in  a  fmall  boat  opposite  the 
Lady's  Walk,  two  other  boys  unluckily 
pulhed  the  boat  from  the  more,  and  it  being 
ebb-tide,  (he  drove  out  Co  fea  :  The  hoys 
remained  destitute  of  provisions  and  water, 
rolling  on  the  waves  till  Tuefday  afternoon, 
about  four  o'clock,  when  the  Elizabeth's 
boat  (a  tender  in  his  majesty's  fervice)  met 
with  them  feven  leagues  in  the  Offing  from 
Crofby's  Point,  took  them  in  tow,  carried 
them  on  board  the  tender,  gave  them  pro- 
per nourishment,  and  fent  them  home.  Se- 
veral boats  had  been  fent  out  in  queft  of 
them,  but  all  in  vain. 

Briftol,  June  3.  We  hear  from  Salop, 
that  great  damage  has  been  done  there  by 
thunder  and  lightning.  About  a  month 
since  a  man  was  killed,  and  a  chimney  beat 
down  by  the  lightning  :  And  Thurfday  the 
like  happened  at  Wattlefbury  j  three  men 
being  feated  near  a  window,  the  right  and 
left  hand  men  were  killed,  and  he  that  fat 
in  the  middle  only  fcorched  :  And  a  houfe 
at  Malpas,  in  Cheshire,  was  fet  on  fire  by 
lightning,  which  was  burnt  to  the  ground, 
and  all  the  erTc&s  therein  confomed. 

There  waa  lately  killed  at  Fat  field,  in  the 
county  of  Durham,  by  Mr.  J.  Holmes,  a 
heifer,  whofe  four  quarters  weighed  97  ft. 
a  lb.  and  her  tallow  21  ft.  t  lb.  She  was 
bred  by  Mr.  Taylor  at  Rock,  in  Northum- 
berland, and  fed  by  Mr.  Waftell  at  Burton, 
in  the  county  of  Durham. 

On  Wcdnefday  the  14th  of  laft  month,  fe- 
venteen  men,  who  were  working  in  the 
coal' works  of  Melfrs.  Pryce  and  Williams, 
near  Neath,  in  Clamorganfhire,  were  all 
killed  by  the  damp  of  one  of  their  coal-pits. 
They  were  buried  the  next  day  in  Cadox- 
ftone  church- yard. 

The  parliament  of  Ireland,  which  ftands 
prorogued  to  the  8th  of  June,  it  further 
prorogued  to  the  18th  of  July. 

By  letters  from  Port-Royal  in  Virginia 
we  learn,  that,  on  the  aid  of  March  laft,  at 
ten  o'clock  at  night,  was  felt  there  a  violent 
(hock  of  an  earthquake,  attended  with  a 
loud  rumbling  noifc,  like  thunder  at  a  di- 
stance.   The  (hock  laftcd  a  full  minute. 

On  March  1^  part,  major  Rogers,  with 
180  men  from  fort  Edward,  was  attacked 
by  700  French  and  Indians,  and  loft  137  of 
his  party.

Since  that  time  the 
fire  on  both  fides  has  been  almoft  inceffant  { 
but  as  we  have  no  accounts  from  the  Pruf- 
fian  camp,  we  cannot  tell  what  progrefs  the 
benegers  have  made;  whereas,  from  the 
Aufirian  army,  under  marfhal  Daun,  we 
have  a  regular  journal,  though  their  account* 
are  not  always  to  be  depended  on.  By 
them  we  are  told,  that  May  the  a  3d,  they 
quitted  their  camp  at  Leotomyncl,  aftor 
which  they  entered  Moravia,  by  Billa,  and 
marched  as  far  as  Gewitz,  where  they  con- 
tinued until  the  9th  infUnt  {  on  which  day 
they  left  their  camp  at  that  place,  and  ap- 
proached a  little  nearer  to  the  enemy.  And, 
with  refpect  to  the  fiege  of  Olmui£*  they 
fay,  that  in  the  night,  he-ween  the  4th  and 
cth,  the  garrifon  made  a  Tally,  with  fo  much 
fuccefs,  that  they  entirely  ruined  one  of  the 
batteries  of  the  befiegcrs,  nailed  up  it  pieces 
of  cannon,  carried  two  more  into  the  city 
with  them,  and  killed,  or  took  prifonert, 
Soo  men  1  but,  nevertbelefs,  they  allow  that 
the  Pruffiana  carry  on  the  fiege  with  great 
vigour,  and  muft  foon  be  mailers  of  the 
place,  unlefs  prevented  by  a  battle,  or  by  a 
treaty  of  peace  j  the  laft  of  which  ft  erne 
inoft  probable,  as  appears  from  the  follow, 
ing  article  of  advice.  \ 

Vienna,  June  10.  The  Pruflians  pufh  on 
the  fiege  of  Olmuts  with  vigour,  under  the 
direction  of  marfhal  Keith.  The  king  of 
Prurfla,  with  the  balk  of  his  army,  is  in  fe 
advantageous  a  fituation,  that  marfhal  Daun 
has  not  yet  thought  proper  to  attempt  any 
thing  againft  his  Pruffian  majefly's  camp, 
nor  is  there  any  likelihood  of  his  fuccced- 
ing,  if  he  fhould,  fo  long  as  it  remains  in 
the  fame  petition.  The  fuccefs  of  an  en- 
terprise of  that  fort,  would  be  the  more 
doubtful,  as  the  forces  which  that  monarch 
has  in  Moravia  are  faid  to  amount  to  8o,coo ; 
which  it  a  number  fo  fupcrior  to  thofe  un- 
der the  command  of  the  marfhal,  that  its 
believed  he  will  rather  chufe  to  remain  upon 
the  defeniive. 

Reinforcements  are  continually  parting  by 
this  city  for  the  army  of  marfhal  Daun  j 
but  tho*  no  pains  are  fpared  to  put  the  army 
upon  a  footing  to  ad  vigoroufly,  we  have,

From  Silefia,  likewife,  and  feveral  other 
places,  we  have  hopes  given  of  a  peace,  and 
on  aflurance,  that  baron  Knorr,  and  ano- 
ther Aurtrian  miniOer,  are  gone  for  that 
purpofe  to  wait  upon  his  PruAnn  majefty, 
at  his  camp  in  Moravia  ;  which  feemi  to  be 
confirmed  by  the  following  article  from 

Darttzick,  June  7.  The  Ruffian  troops, 
vndcr  the  command  of  general  Fermer,  are 
in  great  motion,  but  without  departing 
from  the  banks  of  the  Viftula,  and  by  the 
meafurei  they  take,  it  is  plain  enough  they 
have  no  intention  of  going  into  Pomerania, 
as  h»s  been  reported. 

The  Swedes  feem  too  not  to  be  very  tor- 
wa>rd  in  pufhing  the  war  arainft  the  king  of 
Pruffia  i  for  their  army  in  Pomerania,  (till 
continues  encamped  under  the  cannon  of 
Stralfurrd,  waiting  for  a  reinforcement  of 
troops,  and  a  fupply  of  gun- powder.  As 
to  the  firft,  the  troops  are  not,  as  yet,  fo 
much  as  embarked  }  and  as  to  the  laft,  a 
/hip  loaded  with  90,0001b.  weight  of  gun- 
powder,  for  that  purpofe,  has  been  lately 
blown  op,  ami  fufpecled  to  have  been  wil- 
fully fet  on  tiro,  by  fome  of  the  Pruffian 
party  in  that  kingdom,  which  gains  fo  mucji 
sVength,  that  a  change  in  the  mini  ft  ry  is 
daily  expected. 

As  to  the  army  of  execution,  they  have 
had  the  good  lock  to  get  fafe  into  Bohemia, 
where  they  have  been  joined  by  a  large  body 
of  Auftrian  troops,  and  are  now  encamped 
at  Saatk  j  but  this  has  furnifhed  the  Pruffians 
with  an  opportunity  to  raife  heavy  contri- 
butions in  Franeonia,  and  the  palatinate  of 
Bivaria,  after  whfch  they  retired  to  join 
their  army  under  prince  Henry,  who  is  en- 
camped at  Saonbourg,  in  Saxony,  near  the 
frontiers  of  Bohemia,  in  order  to  prevent 
the  army  of  execution's  penetrating  into 
Saxony. 

Since  prince  Ferdinand  of  Brunfwick,  with 
the  allied  army  under  hie  command,  patted 
the  Rhine  *,  nothing  of  any  srreat  impor- 
tance has  happened,  as  the  French  army 
either  kept  themfclves  fo  ftrongly  intrenched 
that  they  could  not  be  attacked,  or  retired 
as  the  former  approached  j  bet  by  the  laft 
mail  we  are  told,  that  the  count  de  Cler- 
mont, having  been  joined  by  considerable 
reinforcements,  feemed  refoWed  to  venture  an 
engagement  with  theallied  army.  (See  p.  zj%  ) 

Frankfort,  June  14.  The  prince  of  S->u- 
bize  arrived  here  from  Paris  the  day  before 
yerterday,  and  after  dinner  purfued  his 
journey  for  Hanau.  The  French  army, 
which  are  affenibled  there,  will  anarch  un- 
der his  command  the  ooth  of  this  month  for 
Donawcrt,  from  whence  it  will  advance  by 
Ingolftadt  and  Arnberg  into  Bohemia.

June  t6.  "J"*  H  E  Pruffiah  army  which  had 
1  fo  long  kept  the  Swediih 
troops  blocked  up  in  S'ralfund  and  the  Ifle 
of  Rugen,  entirely  evacuated  that  part  of 
Pomerania  bclongtug  ro  Sweden,  their  rear 
guard  having,  that  day,  repaired  the  river 
Pene.  The  fame  day  the  frit  riivifion  of  the 
reinforcement  expefled  from  Sweden,  arri- 
ved near  Stralfund  j  and,  July  1,  a  detach- 
iKterit  from  the  Swedifh  army  marched  to 
attac*  the  few  Profitan  troops  that  had  been 
left  at  Anclam,  Dtmmin,  and  other  places, 
lb  guard  the  Pruffiart  frontier  on  that  fide. 
As  to  the  reft  of  the"  Pr  uflian  troops  that 
were  in  Pomerania,  they  had  all  afTemMed 
together  order  count  Dohna.  and  marched 
towards  the  eaftern  frontier  of  Pruffian  Po- 
merania, to  oppofe  the  Ruffian  army  under 
general  Fermer,  who  had  began  to  penetrate 
Ititb  that  frontier.  But  after  having  ravaged 
ftirfc  dirtrifls  in  that  dutchy,  the  RufTi  .ns 
altered  their  courfe,  turned  to  the  left,  and 
marched  towards  Silefia,  with  a  view,  per- 
hips,  to  join  another  Ruffian  army  under 
general  Brown,  who  had  marched  through 
Poland,  and  by  that  time  had  paffed  by 
Pofna  ;  fo  that,  by  the  ill  inftant,  both  thefe 
armies  were  upon  the  frsntiers  of  Silefia, 
and  fome  of  their  Coffacks  had  made  an  in- 
road into  that  province,  to  the  great  terror 
at  the  inhabitants. 

While  the  Ruffians  were  thus  flowly  ad- 
vancing, the  king  of  Pruffia  was  vigoroufly 
carrying  on  the  fiege  of  Olmutz ;  but  as  a 
moll  obfllnate  defence  was  made,  by  the 
brave  general  Marfhal  the  governor,  it  held 
out  longer  than  his  Pruffian  rmjtrty  ex- 
pected, fo  that  his  army  began  to  be  in  want 
of  ammunition  and  provifions }  therefore, 
he  had  ordered  a  large  convoy  of  both  to  be 
fent  to  him  from  Silefia.  Of  this,  it  feems, 
count  Daun  got  information,  and  he  refolved 
to  intercept  it,  if  poflible.  For  this  purpofc 
he  privately  fertt  out  two  ftrong  detach- 
ments, one  under  general  Loudohn,  and  the' 
other  under  f  eneral  Sifl^owitz,  both  of  whom 
came  up  with,  and  attacked  the  convoy,  on 
the  30th  ult.  at  night ;  an  account  of  which 
attack,  and  the  railing  the  flcge  of  Olraotz, 


couched  in  very  exulting  terms,  was  fent  by 
count  Daun  to  the  French  general  count 
Clermont.  However,  by  accounts  we  have 
fince  received,  it  appears,  that  the  Pruffian* 
retired  in  very  jrood  order  j  that  they  car- 
ried, not  only  all  their  baggage,  but  all  their 
heavy  irtillery,  txcept  five  mortars  and  thtee 
pieces  of  battering  cannon,  along  witi 
them  ;  and  that,  though  their  rear  ha»  been 
fcvtral  times  attacked  by  the  Auftriam, 
they,  on  the  -th  ir.ftant,  had  got  to  Leoio- 
rnyfcl,  in  their  way  to  Glatz,  without  any 
conrtdtraMe  lofs.  From  hence  it  feems  to 
be  his  Prtffian  majefty*s  defign,  to  go  and 
give  battle  to  the  Ruffian*  ;  but  as  he  is 
followed  by  the  Auftrian  at  my,  under  count 
Daun,  he  nsay,  perhaps,  find  an  opportunity 
to  turn  and  give  them  battle,  before  he  ap- 
proaches too  near  the  Ruffians  j  and  as  bt 
has  one  army  under  his  brother,  prince 
Henry,  in  Saxony,  and  another  under  count 
Dohna  in  Pomerania,  or.e  or  both  of  them 
may  have  private  orders  to  join  him  upon 
his  march  j  for,  as  the  Ruffian  general 
Fermer  has  marched  towards  Silefia.  count 
Dohna  will  be  at  full  liberty  to  meet  his 
fovercign  5  and  the  army  of  execution,  un- 
der rhe  prirce  of  Deuxponts,  at  Saatz  in 
Bohemia,  does  not  feem  to  be  in  a  condition 
to  prevent  prince  Henry,  now  encamped 
near  Zwickau,  from  marching  to  join  his 
Brother. 

As  to  the  armies  on  the  Rhine,  in  the  fare 
battle  between  them  the  allies  now 
reckon  they  had  10  officers,  17  fubaiterns, 
269  common  men,  and  997  hcrfes  killed 
15  officers,  38  fubalterns,  701  common  men, 
and  55  horfes  dangeroufly  wounded}  19 
officers,  -8  fubalterns,  372  common  men, 
and  five  horfes  flightly  wounded  5  and  it 
fotdlers,  and  27  horfes  miffing  $  fo  that  tnt 
whole  in  killed,  wounded  and  miffing,  is  44 
officers,  93  fubalterns,  1375  men,  and  18*' 
horfes.  And  the  French  make  their  lofj  to 
amount  only  to  312  oftcem,  and  3409  fol- 
dlers,  both  in  killed  and  wounded  j  but  vrt1 
are  perfuaded  it  is  much  more  confiderable: 
for  the  French  army,  prcfently  after  the 
battle,  retired  firft  to  Neufa,  and  then  under 
the  cannon  of  Cologne,  where  they  conti- 
nued, without  daring  to  march  to  the  relief 
of  DufTtldorp,  which  prince  Ferdinand  la<d 
fiege  to,  and  began  to  bombard  on  tht 
28th  ;  but  the  fiege  lafted  not  long  $  for,  on 
the  8th  inAant,  the  garrifon,  confifting  of 
2000  men,  furrendered,  and  were  allowed 
to  march  out  with  the/  ufual  military  ho* 
nours,  but  on  condition  not  to  ferve  for  a 
full  year  againft  the  allies*  On  the  fame 
day  the  prince  of  Clermont,  with  the  king*! 
leave,  refigned  the  command  of  the  French 
army  to  lieutenant-general  de  Contadtij 
and  that  army  having  fince  the  battle,  been 
reinforced  by  the  arrival  of  feveral  frefh  re* 
giments,  this  new  French  general  began,  on 
the  10th,  to  march  towards  the  allied  army 
under  prince  Ferdinand  ;  but  as  the  little  ri- 
ver Ei  ft,  or  Erff,  is  between  them,  neither 
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reign  volunteer*.  That  wo  t>»d  tbree  other 
officers  wounded  }  and  that  the  number  of 
our  foldicrs  killed,  woundwi,  or  made  prifo. 
ners,  amounted  to  about  150. 


can  eafily  attack  the  other,  in  their  prefeat 
tituafion  j  fo  that  prince  Ferdinand  may 
probably  be  joined  by  the  Britiih  troops,  the 
tVft  divifion  of  which  landed  the  20th  at 
Imbden,  before  any  engagement  happens 
between  him  and  the  French  under  M.  de 
Contades. 

In  the  mean  time  the  other  French  army, 
under  the  prince  Soubize,  is  marched  from 
Hanau,  with  a  d*fign  to  penetrate  into  the 
landgravate  of  HefTe ;  but  they  have  already 
met  with  a  rub  ;  for  as  their  van- guard 
were  on  the  16th  inft.  attempting  to  take 
port  at  Otterhcim,  between  Gieflen  and 
Marpurg,  it  was  furprized,  defeated,  and 
difperfed  by  the  HetTtan  militia,  and  a  great 
part  of  the  two  regiments  with  Fifcher's 
corps,  of  which  it  confifled,  were  either 
IcilJed  or  made  prifoners  ;  fo  that  they  muft, 
lor  the  future,  march  with  more  caution  5 
and  an  army  of  regular  troops  under  the 
prince  of  Yfenbourgh  is  aflcmbling,  and 
*ill  be  foon  ready  to  give  them  a  warm  re- 
ception. 

Amflerdam,  July  15.  An  advice  boat  if 
arrived  here  in  17  days  from  St.  Euftatia, 
on  board  of  which  are  three  deputies  from 
that  colony,  who  are,  it  is  faid,  commif-

Amflerdam,  July  17.  The  college  of  ad- 
miralty of  this  city  have  given  notice,  that 
ax  man  of  war  will  fhortly  fail  from  the 
Texel  to  efcorte  the  merchantmen  of  this 
country  that  are  bound  to  the  porta  of 
France,  as  far  as  off  Ufhant. 

Paris,  July  7.  The  Comet  frigate  arrived 
on  the  27th  olt.  at  Port  Louis  from  Cape- 
Breton,  in  17  days,  with  adviee,  that  on 
the  irt  of  Juno  admiral  Bofcawen  appeared 
in  the  bay  of  Cabaras,  near  Louilburgh  | 
upon  which  the  governor  reinforced  all  the 
ports  along  the  coart.  On  the  8th,  at  four 
in  the  morning,  the  Englifh  began  the  at- 
tack in  flat- bottomed  boats,  fupported  by 
frigates,  on  the  fide  of  the  Cormoranderic, 
wfcere  they  met  with  a  warm  reception, 
and  loft  near  1200  men.  Mean  while  a 
part  of  the  enemy's  boats  took  flicker  at 
the  foot  of  fome  rteep  rocks  on  the  right 
of  the  Cormorandeiie,  in  a  place  which  was 
tboqght  inaccefllble,  and  got  to  the  top  of 
them  in. great  numbers  before  they  were  ©b- 
ferved.  Our  troops,  after  making  the  beft 
refinance  they  could,  retired  to  Louifburgh, 
where  every  thing  was  prepared  for  a  vigo- 
rous defence,  the  place  being  well  fupoued 
with  all  necefTaries.  kF

Han- 
fccrfbn,  with  an  account,  that  the  king's 
troops,  under  the  command  of  lieut*  gen* 
Bligh,  eftc&ed  their  landing  in  the  bay  Des 
Marais,  two  leagues  weftward  of  Cher- 
bourg, on  the  feventh  ioftant,  with  little 
loft,  covered  by  tho  fire  of  the  frigates  and 
bomb- ketches,  in  the  face  of  a  considerable 
body  of  the  enemy,  who  gave  their  ore, 
and  retired.  At  the  fame  time  an  exprefs 
arrived  from  commodore  Howe,  with  the 
following  particulars.  Sunday,  Auguft  6. 
At  feven  o'clock  in  the  evening  in  Cher- 
bourg road.  At  eleven,  the  bombs  began 
to  play  upon  the  town. —  Auguft  7.  At  fe- 
ven in  the  morning  the  Aeet  got  under  way, 
and  at  nine  anchored  in  a  fandy  bay,  two 
league*  to  the  weftward  of  Cherbourg.  At 
half  an  hour  pafi  one,  all  the  frigates, 
bombs,  and  armed  cutters,  began  to 
on  the  French  troops,  behind  the  banks 
of  fand,  computed  to  be  3000  horfe  and 
loot.  At  two  the  boats  landed  the  guards 
and  grenadiers,  who  formed  a  ftand  with 
all  the  alacrity  imaginable.  At  three  gen. 
Drury  marched  them,  and  received  three 
sires  before  he  began  his  attack,  which  was 
executed  with  fveh  fpirit  and  vigour,  that 
they  immediately  ran  for  fhelter  behind 
hedges  and  woods,  but  were  purfued,  and 
driven  from  their  fkulking  places  before 
night.

my  there  was  great  (lighter,  particularly 
the  horfe.

On  Thurfday  laft,  an  officer 
arrived  from  lieutenant-general  Bligh  and 
captain  Howe,  with  letter*,  dated  the  fe* 
venth  and  eighth  inftant,  giving  an  account, 
that  his  majefty's  troops  had  effected  a 
landing,  undercover  of  the  frigates  and  bomb* 
ketches,  in  the  bay  Des  Marais,  two 
leagues  weftward  of  Cherbourg,  in  the  faca 
of  a  large  body  of  the  enemy  prepared  to 
receive  them  ;  and  yefterday  in  the  after- 
noon, captain  Howe's  fir  ft  lieutenant  ar- 
rived, with  a  further  account,  that  on  the 
eighth,  inftant  in  the  evening,  Cherbourg 
furrendered  at  difcretion,  the  enemy  hav- 
ing marched  out  and  abandoned  the  place  on 
the  approach  of  his  majefty's  troops  :  The 
fame  day  lieutenant-general  Bligh  took  pof- 
feflion  of  the  forts  Querqueville,  Homer, 
and  la  Galettee,  and  hoifted  Engiim  colours 
in  them.  The  general  was  preparing  to 
deftroy,  on  the  next  day,  the  bafon,  and  the 
two  piers  at  the  entrance  of  the  harbour. 
There  were  twenty -feven  mips  in  the  har- 
bour \  and  thirty  pieces  of  fine  brafs  cannon 
have  been  taken.  Captain  Howe,  with  the 
fhipi  under  his  command,  was  in  Cher- 
bourg road. 

His  majefty's  fhips  the  Monmouth  and 
Lyme,  have  burnt  the  Rofe,  a  French  frinate 
of  36  guns,  and  300  men,  near  the  lftand 
of  Malta. 

Four  tenements  of  houfes  were  confumcd 
by  fire  at  Edinburgh.

Extratl  of  a  Letter  from  Majar.General  Aber- 
crombie,  to  the  Right  fhn.  Mr,  Secretary 
Pitt,  dated  at  Campt  at  Lake  George,  July 
as,  1758. 

The  embarkation  of  the  artillery,  ft  ores, 
and  proriflons,  being  competed  on  the 
evening  of  the  4th  inftar.t,  next  morning, 
at  break  of  day,  the  tents  were  (truck,  and 
all  the  trooa»,  amounting  to  6367  regulars, 
officers,  light  infantry,  and  Rangers  in- 
cluded, and   9024  provincials,  including 
officers  and  batteau  men,  embarked  in  about 
900  batteaus  and  13$  whale  boats,  the  ar- 
tillery, to  cover  cur  landing,  being  mounted 
on  rafts.    At  five  in  the  evening  reached 
Sabbath-day  point  (1$  miles  down  the  lake) 
where  we  halted  till  ten,  then  got  under 
way  again,  and  proceeded  to  the  landing 
place  (a  caver  leading  to  the  French  ad- 
vanced guard)  erhich  we  reached  early  next 
morning,  the  fith.    Upon  our  arrival,  fent 
out  a  reconnoitering  party  3  and,  having 
met  with  no  opposition,  landed  the  troops, 
formed  them  in  four  columns,  regulars  in 
the  centre,  and  provincials  on  the  flanks, 
and  marched  towards  the  enemy's  advanced 
guard,  compofed  of  one  battalion,  pofted 
in  a  logged  camp,  which,  upon  our  ap- 
proach, they  deferted,  firft  fetting  fire  to 
their  tents,  and  deftroying  every  thing  they 
could  ;  but  ss  their  retreat  was  very  preci- 
pitate, they  left  fevcral  things  behind,  which 
they  had  not  time  cither  to  burn,  or  carry 
off.    In  this  camp  we  likewife  found  one 
pnfoner,  and  a  dead  man,    The  army  in 


the  foregoing  order  continued  their  march 
thro'  the  wood,  on  the  weft  fide,  with  a 
defign  to  invert  Ticonderoga  \  but  the  wood 
being  very  thick,  impafiable  with  any  regu- 
larity to  fuch  a  body  of  men,  and  the  guides 
uniktffulf  the  troops  were  bewildered,  and 
the  columns  broke,  falling  in  one  upon  ano- 
ther.  Lord  Howe,  at  the  head  of  the  right 
centre  column,  fupported  by  the  light  in- 
fantry, being  advanced,  fell  in  with  a  French 
party,  fuppofed  to  confift  of  about  400  re- 
gulars, and  a  few  Indians,  who  had  like- 
wife  lofl  themfelves  in  their  retreat  from 
the  advanced  guard  j  of  thefe  our  flankers 
killed  a  great  many,  and  took  148  prifoners, 
among  whom  were  five  officers  and  three 
cadets.    But  this  fmall  fuccefs  cofi  us  very 
dear,  not  as  to  the  lofs  of  numbers,  for  we 
had  only  two  officers  killed,  but  as  to  the 
confeouence,  his  lordihip  being  the  firft  man 
that  fell  in  this  fkirmifh  ;  and  as  he  was, 
very  defervedly,  univerfally  beloved  and  re- 
flected throughout  the  whole  army,  it  is 
eafy  to  conceive  the  grief  and  confternation 
his  untimely  fall  occafioned  ;  for  my  part, 
I  cannot  help  owning,  that  I  felt  it  moft 
heavily,  and  lament  him  as  fincerely.  The 
7th,  the  troops  being  greatly  fatigued,  by 
having  been  one  whole  night  on  the  water, 
the  following  day  conftantly  on  foot,  and 
the  next. night  underarms,  added  to  their 
being  in  want  of  provifion,  having  dropped 
what  they  had  brought  with  them,  in  order 
to  lighten  themfelves,  it  was  thought  moft 
advifeable  to  return  to  their  landing-place, 
which  we  accordingly  did  about  eight  that 
morning.

«  fuccefs  which  the  A,mf*htT  wa> 

J.    pleafed  to  grant  to  my  army,  under 

yonr  highneffes  command,  on  the  *jd  inft. 
gave  me  the  higheft  pleafure,  efpecially  re- 
ceiving the  particular*  of  it  by  your  high- 
nefs's  letter  of  the  24th,  and  verbally  from 
my  adjutant-general  Von  Rheden,  I  can- 
not therefore  omit  my  fincereft  acknow- 
ledgments to  your  highnef*  on  this  occafion, 
as  it  is,  under  God,  to  yaur  wife  meafures, 
and  unparaDelled  manoeuvres,  that  this  vic- 
tory is  to  be  afcribed.  I  want  words  to  ex- 
prefs  my  fenfe  of  the  fervice  you  have  per- 
formed, and  my  admiration  of  your  extra- 
ordinary abilities,  exerted  for  me  and  the 
common  caufe,  with  equal  seal,  magnani- 
mity, and  fuccefs. 

My  joy  is  greatly  heightened  to  find,  that 
the  hereditary  prince  of  Brunfwick  had  fo 
great  a  (hare  in  the  fuccefs  of  that  glorious 
day.  Your  highnefs  will  inform  that  wor- 
thy prince,  that  he  had,  before,  my  efteem 
and  affection,  and  by  this  frefh  proof  of  hit 
activity,  valour,  and  good  conduct,  he  haa 
now  acquired  my  admiration. 

I  always  had  a  good  opinion  of  the  troops 
in  general  under  your  command,  and  parti- 
cularly of  my  own  :  And  I  am  now  fo  con- 
firmed in  it  by  what  your  highnefs  writes  to 
me,  that  I  make  not  the  leaft  doubt,  that, 
under  fuch  a  leader,  who  has  gained  their 
entire  love  and  confidence,  they  will  at  all 
times  chearfully  do  their  duty,  like  brave 
and  hone  ft  men.

A  S  the  prince  of  Ifenburg,  the  Heffian 
Jt\  general,  had  under  his  command  but 
4000  men  of  regular  troops,  and  a  body  oC 
the  country  militia,  be  was  obliged  to  retire, 
as  the  French  army,  under  the  prince  of  Sou- 
bife,  advanced,  and  even  to  abandon  the 
city  of  Caflel  itfelf  3  but,  at  laft,  having 
taken  pofieflGon  of  a  very  ft  rung  camp,  be- 
tween Caflel  and  Munden,  he  re/olved  to 
ftand  an  attack.  This,  of  courfe,  brought 
on  a  battle,  of  which  the  French  have  given 
US  the  following  account. 

Monf.  the  duke  de  Broglio,  commanding 
a  corps  which  formed  the  vanguard  of  the 
army  commanded  by  the  prince  de  Sou  b,  re, 
having  learnt  at  Caflel,  that  the  Heffian 
troops,  under  the  prince  of  Ifenburg,  were 
retiring  towards  Munden,  he  marched  on 
the  atd  of  Joly  to  the  village  of  Sunder- 
fhaufen,  and  reaching  the  top  of  the  hill, 
perceived  the  enemies  drawn  up  in  order  of 
battle,  their  right  covered  by  a  great  rock 
in  the  Fulde,  and  their  left  by  a  wood, 
which  kad  a  communication  with  the  rock. 
This  poft  was  fo  extremely  advantageous, 
that  the  duke  de  Broglio  found  the  affair 
required  the  beft  difpofitions  poflible.  Ha 
had  left  at  Caflel  and  Sunderfhaufen,  for  the 
fecurity  of  the  defiles,  in  cafis  of  an  unfor- 
tunate event,  to  the  amount  of  eeoomen* 
which  reduced  our  corps  of  the  army  to 
nearly  an  equal  force  with  our  enemies, 
whom  we  computed  at  7000  effective  men, 
including  a  regiment  of  cavalry  of  600, 
and  one  of  dragoons  of  800. 

M.  de  Broglio  put  his  infantry  in  the  firft 
line,  his  cavalry  and  dragoons  compofed  the 
fecond,  and  be  placed  the  ten  pieces  of  cannon 
of  the  brigade  of  artillery  before  his  right, 
to  annoy  the  Heflian  cavalry  which  extend- 
ed to  the  wood.  This  cavalry  advanced  in 
order  to  attack  our  infantry  $  but  the  duke 
de  Broglio  inftantaneouOy  doubled  a  part  of 
our  infantry,  and  brought  forward  (by  tbo 
openings  which  that  motion  formed)  a  part 
of  hie  cavalry,  which  charged  that  of  the 
Heiflsns  \  but  they  were  repulfed  \  and  wo 
began  to  fear  that  this  circumftance  would 
have  disordered  out  infantry,  when  at  the 
moment  that  the  enemy's  cavalry  were  go- 
ing to  fall  upon  the  royal  Bavarian  regiment, 
that  regiment  made  a  difchargefovcry a<fr<foif 
a*  to  make  great  havock  among  them,  info- 
much  that  they  did  not  appear  again  through- 
out the  a  el  ion. 

During  this  time,  M.  de  Waldener,  oeld- 
marmal,  with  M.  de  Diefbach,  the  Swife 
brigade,  and  the  three  companies  of  grena- 
diers of  royal  Deux-Ponts,  attacked  the 
wood  with  great  vigour,  and  found  there  a 
pretty  obftinate  reflfttnee.  The  infantry  of 
the  enemy's  right  brifkly  engaged  our  left  1 
the  fire  was  hot  on  both  fides,  and  the  ene- 
mies fell  back  fome  hundred  yards  j  but  they 
foon  returned  by  favour  of  the  rock,  which 
partly  covered  them.  This  advantage  was 
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to  great,  that  our  left  was  obliged  v>  give 
way  j  and  as  the  enemies  were  endeavour- 
ing to  gain  our  backs,  in  winding  round  by 
our  left,  the  duke  de  Broglio  eaufed  the 
dragoons  of  Apchon  to  advance,  with  fome 
cavalry  behind  them.  The  bruknefa  of  the 
fire  continued,  and  we  fuffered  greatly,  when 
at  length  the  duke  de  Broglio  fent  the  royal 
Bavarian  regiment,  the  royal  Deux  Pouts, 
and  thofe  oi  Rohan  and  Beaovoifit,  to  the 
rock,  where  they  were  ordered  to  make 
their  attack  with  their  bayonets  fixe*  This 
defperate  manoeuvre  succeeded,  and  the 
enemies  were  put  to  flight.  We  followed 
them  to  a  great  ditch  :  They  threw  them- 
felves into  the  wood  on  the  borders  of  the 
Fulde,  and  fome  got  to  the  edge  of  a  Aeep 
rock,  from  whence  upwards  of  300  plunged 
into  the  river,  where  moA  of  them  periAied. 

We  have  hitherto  made  above  100  fol* 
diers  prifoners,  and  eo  officers,  amongA 
whom  are  the  count  oe  Canitt,  who  com* 
manded  under  M.  de  lfeuburg,  the  Aril  aid. 
de-camp  of  that  prince,  and  feveral  lieute- 
siant-colonels  and  majors.  We  took  upon 
the  6e!d  of  battle  fcven  nieces  of  cannon, 
and  eight  in  Munden,  where  the  enemies 
had  abandoned  them,  fo  that  they  have  only 
one  fix  teen  pounder  left.  The  enemies  mult 
have  fuffered  much.  We  had  785  men 
killed,  and  139a  wounded.  The  duke  de 
Broglio  had  a  horfe  fhot  under  him,  as  well 
as  M.  de  la  Roflere,  one  of  his  aids-de-camp, 
and  M.  de  Mazange,  his  equerry,  who  is 
wounded  in  the  cheek  with  a  piAol  fhor. 
The  prince  of  Naffau  is  dangeroeflv  wound- 
ed ;  the  fleW-marthal  marquis  de  Puyfegur, 
wounded  in  the  head  ;  the  marquis  de 
Broglio,  nephew  to  our  general,  fliot  in  the 
chigh  j  and  the  count  de  Rofen  has  feveral 
wounds.  M.  deSt.  Martin,  lieutenant-co- 
lonel of  the  regiment  of  Rohan,  and  M.  de 
RoufTettc,  major  of  that  ef  Beiuvoins,  are 
killed. 

The  Heffians  have  not  given  us  any  par- 
ticular  account  of  this  battle,  or  of  the  lofa 
they  fuftained  therein  1  but  they  tell  us,  that 
the  French  were  three  times  their  number, 
tho*  In  thit  account  it  ia  probable  they  de 
not  include  their  militia,  by  which  the  French 
fay,  they  fuffered  as  much  as  by  the  enemy's 
regular  troops  :  The  French  have  fince  fent 
parties  as  far  as  Gottingen,  in  the  electorate 
©f  Hanover,  but  have  not  yet  paffed  the 
Wefer  with  the  body  of  their  army  j  and  the 
prince  of  Ifenburg  having  collected  tlw  re- 
mains of  his  army,  has  taken  port  at  XLm- 
becke,  where  he  has  been  reinforced  with  fo 
many  frefh  troops,  that  he  is  already,  they 
fay,  at  the  head  of  10  or  11, coo  men  j  and, 
it  is  added,  that  7000  men  have  been  de- 
tached  from  prince  Heniy  of  Prufha's  army 
to  join  him. 

Notwithstanding  the  glorious  viernry  ob- 
tained on  the  4th  inft.  by  the  Hanover 
troops,  under  general  Imhcff  •,  prince  f  er- 
dinand  found  it  ncceflaiv  to  repafs  the 
Rhine,  with  the  army  under  his  command, 
winch  tic  dtd  on  the  oth  and  loth  inA.  at 
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Emmerick,  without  any  loft,  havinr.  at  the 
fame  time,  withdrawn  the  gar  ri  fen  ha  had 
at  Dufieldorp,  ef  which  city  the  Fiench  took, 
foon  after  porTerTion,  and  on  the  12th  and 
19th  they  paifcd  the  Rhine  at  Wefcl,.  with 
their  whole  army  ;  fo  that  both  armies  are 
now  on  the  eaA  fide  of  the  Rhine,  and  the 
former  expected  to  be  joined,  by  the  fir  A  di- 
vifion  of  the  Britifh  troops  on  the  13th  or 
14th  inft. 

Tka  king  of  Pruflia  having  retreated  from 
Moravia,  as  mentioned  in  our  laft,  he 
marched  riireQly  to  Konigingratz,  where  ha 
arrived  on  the  lath  ult.  which  probably  oc- 
cafloned  the  report  of  his  having  that  day 
defeated  the  AuArian  army  ;  but  they  took 
care  not  to  come  fo  near  him  with  the  body 
of  their  army,  as  to  give  him  an  opportu- 
nity, having  contented  themfelves  with  only 
haraffing  him  in  his  march,  in  which  they 
had  very  little  fuccefs;  and  tho'  he  re- 
mained near  that  place  until  the  end  of  the 
month,  raiting  contributions  through  the 
whole  di Ariel,  they  never  offered  to  bring 
him  to  a  general  engagement.  At  lail,  the 
fcarcity  of  provifions  obliged  him  to  de- 
camp, and,  by  the  |A  or  2d  inft.  he  had  eva- 
cuated Bohemia,  and  entered  his  own  coun- 
ty of  GlatE,  with  his  whole  army. 

As  prince  Henry  of  Proflia  has  been  ob- 
liged to  fend  away  feveral  large  detachmcnta 
from  the  army  he  had  in  Saxeny,  the  prince 
of  Deux  - Fonts,  general  of  the  army  of  the 
empire,  has  taken  advantage  thereof,  to  fend 
part  of  his  army  into  Saxony,  and  has  mad* 
himfelf  matter  of  Zwtckow,  and  fome  other 
places,  from  whence  prince  Henry  had  been 
obliged  to  retire  ;  fo  that  at  Drefden,  they 
feem  to  think  themfelves  in  danger  of  being 
beAeged,  as  the  prince  of  Deux-Ponts  is  him- 
felf advanced,  with  the  main  body  of  his 
army,  to  Toplitz,  on  the  borders  of  Saxony, 
near  the  Elbe. 

The  Ruffian  army,  under  general  Fertner, 
have  made  themfelves  maAers  of  Drieffen, 
at  the  conflux  of  the  Trague  and  the  Nietze, 
and  are  making  incurfions  into  B.anden- 
burg }  and  the  other  Ruffian  army,  under 
general  Brown,  have  made  fome  incurfions 
into  the  north  parts  of  Silc6a.  These  two 
armies,  it  is  faid,  have  fince  joined  5  and,  aa 
the  Pruffian  army,  under  count  Dobna,  hare 
paffed  the  Oder  at  Frankfort,  a  battle  is  foen 
expected.  On  the  other  fide,  the  Swediiri 
army,  under  count  Hamilton,  having  now 
no  army  to  oppofe  them,  have  recovered  the 
whole  of  Swedifh  Pomcrania,  and  are  snak- 
ing incurflone  into  the  Prufiian  tcfrilortca. 
At  the  fame  time  a  cosnbUied  fleet,  of  33 
Ruffian,  and  feven  Swedifh  Alios  cf  war, 
appeared  in  the  Baltick,  and  on  the  siA  ult. 
came  to  anchor,  between  the  ifl- ntfi  of 
Dragee  and  Amagh.  It  is  faid  they  have

Between 
two  and  three  in  ihe  morning;  the  king 
broke  up  his  camp  and  mi-ched  forward,  in 
order  tq  wmd  iojnd  the  enemy's  left  flmk. 
Toe  army  p«lfcd  the  fmall  river  Mitzd,  as 
WtH  a*  the  current*  which  fupply  the  mills 
of  Damn,  Afierwaids  It  fifed  off  by  the 
fore. I  of  iVfaflin  and  the  village  of  Bazelo 
into  the  plain,  where  both  infantry  and  ca- 
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vafry  fpfeadtag  them  fe  Ives  on  the  left  flank 
till  ihey  arrived  at  Zorndorff,  we  then 
thought  ourfelve*  teady  to  come  «spon  the 
back  of  trie  enemy  ;  and  orders  were  given 
for  the  attack. 

Perhaps  our  generals  flattered  themfelvea 
that  thefe  manoeuvres,  no  lefs  fatiguing  than 
wifely  conceived  and  happily  executed, 
would  throw  the  Ruffians  into  confufion  * 
but  they  were  miftaken.  Their  numbers 
made  up  for  what  they  warned  in  point  of 
situation,  and  as  the  ground  would  not  per- 
mit them  to  extend  tltemfelv**,  we  found 
them  in  foar  lines,  forming  a  front  on  every 
fide,  and  furrounded  by  cannon  andchevaux 
<ie  frire.  The  village  of  Zicker  covered 
their  ri<ht  flanks,  beyond  which  their  ca- 
valry reached.  Prince  Mauri  :e  commanded 
our  firft  line  under  the  king  $  lieutenant- 
general  ManteufTel  the  left  wing  of  infan- 
try J  and  general  Seydlitz  conducted  the  ca- 
valry of  that  wing.  The  infantry  began 
the  attack  of  the  village,  under  favour  of  a 
difcharge  of  30  pieces  of  cannon  of  fix  and 
twelva  pounders,  which  col.  Muller  had 
placed  very  advantageoufly  ;  and  a  brigade 
of  a  20  5  grenadiers  were  advancing  to  mike 
the  aflauit  ;  but  all  on  a  fudden,  about  half 
after  ten,  when  we  already  faw  the  enemies 
getting  together  their  artillciy  in  order  to 
make  a  retreat,  this  brigade,  on  which  we 
fo  much  depended,  wholly  give  way,  with- 
out our  bemg  able  to  difcover  the  reafon, 
and  we*e  not  rallied  without  great  difficul- 
ty. This  occafioned  a  confidcrable  open- 
ing, not  only  between  the  cavalry,  bui  in 
the  infantry,  whofe  flank  became  hereby 
uncovered. 

The  enemy's  cavalry  lofl  thi*  favourable 
momtnt.  Two  thing*  concurred  for  ui,  to 
prevent  diforder.  One  was,  the  Ruffiane 
perceiving  their  advantage  too  late  ;  the 
other,  general  Seydlirz  s  bringing  up  hie 
cavalry  jnfl  in  the  interim. 

The  km^,  Wormed  of  the  rebuff  of  hit 
grenadiers,  immediately  ordered  the  regi- 
ment of  Brunfwiek  Bevern,  Kalkenfiem, 
an«l  of  the  prince  of  Pniflia,  with  two  bat- 
talions of  g-em-iiers.  CO  march  to  thst  place. 
Five  fquiHron-v  of  dragoons  Of  Caetteritz, 
as  many  fquadront1  of  gens  d'armes,  and 
three  of  the  body  guards,  weie  to  fopport 
the  attack.  It  began  towards  noon,  and 
general  Seydlirz,  after  routing  the  Ruffian 
cavalry,  fell  fo  a  frt^st  upon  the  enemy'r 
flank,  that  at  the  'flue  of  the  combat,  pretty 
we  I  fulfained  by  the  cannnn,  the  village 
wh  carried,  with  the  military  cbeA  and 
hageatre,  whkh  was  found  afiemtssed  be- 
hind the  houfes  / 

Notwi  hitand. ng  the  confufion  the  ene* 
my'*  whole  right  wing  was  now  in,  they 
obftinately  perftfled  in  not  quitting  the 
ground  j  which  occafioned  a  horrible  flaogh- 
ter  a$  well  by  fword  and  bayonet  as  by  our 
cannon,  char-cd  with  csrtridge  thot.  and 
the  enemy  *  being  in  a  manner,  clofe  to 
their  mouths.  The  lof>  of  the  Ruffian*  w*» 
vn  v  confldcrable  :   ou.s  trifliug.  Fifteen 
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thoufand  of  their  men  covered  the  field  of 
battle  ;  but  while  we  thought  ourfelves  fare 
of  vidtory,  they  weie  yet  preparing  fo  dif- 
pute  it.  The  remains  of  this  fight  wing- 
having  fallen  down  to  the  left,  wefaw  th-m 
both,  with  the  corps  de  referve,  alTvmblir,£ 
about  the  vilJage  ot  Qiiarrfchen. 
.  The  king's  ttoops,  far  from  being  difpi- 
rited  hy  the  fatitues  of  the  day,  thought  of 
nothing  but  ngmliaing  themfeives  by  (heir 
braveiy.  Animated  more  and  more,  the/ 
fur  mounted  ali  difficulties  and  at  length 
overcame  the  oMiinaiy  of  the  enemy.  The 
fetring-fun  teiTrtinated  to  our  advantage,  t!)e 
lirt  mafTacre,  by  a  fhower  of  bullet*  and  an 
atnek  with  the  bayonet  fixed  at  the  end  of 
the  mufquet.  Then  the  great  fupenority  of 
the  enemies  only  ferved  to  augment  their 
lots  ;  and  really  but  a  very  fmail  number  of 
thern  would  have  efcaped,  if  toward-  the 
decline  cf  day  one  of  their  geneiah,  with  a 
chnfen  troop,  had  not  made  an  effort  upon 
the  king's  right  wir.g.  That  officer  loft  the 
greateft  part  of  1m  men  ;  but  the  attempt 
had  this  advantage,  that  in  drawing  our  at- 
tention to  that  fide,  the  broken  remains  of 
the  enemy's  infantry  had  lei  fare  to  with- 
draw from  the  ride  of  our  left  wing,  and  to 
take  a  new  port  in  the  night  for  rallying 
with  the  reft  of  their  army.  On  our  fide, 
we  parted  the  right  under  arm*,  and  the 
next  morning,  the  a 6th,  began  again  to 
cannonade  the  enemies,  who  yet  flood  it 
the  whole  day.  The  17th  they  fee med  to 
have  a  defi*n  to  engage  in  a  new  combat  ; 
but,  inflead  of  advancing,  theyfoon  turned 
off,  and  took  the  road  of  Landfbcrg.  Im- 
mediately all  the  Pruffian  army  put  in  mo- 
tion to  purfue  them.  As  it  was  impcffible 
for  them  to  reach  the  city  under  the  eyes  of 
our  troops,  they  turned  towards  Viettel, 
and  polled  ihcmfelves  between  that  village 
ai>d  tli*  river  Warte.  This  was,  perhapj, 
the  wutit  Hep  they  could  have  taken,  fince, 
bfir.r  r!c;  ;ived  ot  bridges,  they  hid  no  te- 
trea?,  nor  fuhlirtence  bi  t  for  a  few  <'ays.

FOREIGN   AFFAIRS,  1758. 

TH  E  diet  of  Poland  was  opened  cn  the 
fecond  ult.  and  after  many  debate* 
M.  Malachowfky  wa*  unanimonfly  chofen 
marfhal,  or  what  we  call  fpcaker  j  but  no 
fooncr  had  the  chamber  cf  Nuncios  entered 
upon  their  dclibera  ions  in  the  diet,  than  a 
number  of  voices  were  raifed  againft  the 
abode  of  the  Ruffian  troops  in  Poland,  and 
heavy  complaints  made  of  the  pretended 
damages  fultained  by  them.  This  difficulty 
was  almoft  got  over,  fome  of  thofe  who  ex- 
claimed the  moft  loudly  having  been  pre- 
vailed on  to  drop  the  difpute  at  prefent,  and 
lay  their  complaints  before  the  king  in  fe- 
natc  :  But  the  Nuncio  of  Volhinia,  named 
Pedhoifky,  immediately  protefted  a?ainft 
fuch  a  Hep,  and  declared,  That  he  would 
not  permit  any  debates  to  go  on  whilft  the 
Ruffiana  had  the  lead  footing  on  the  terri- 
torial of  the  repubhek.  Vain  were  the  at- 
tempt! to  bring  him  to  reafon  :  He  per ri  fted 
in  his  proteftation,  and  haftily  withdrew. 
So  that  the  marfhal  wai  obliged  to  dilTblve 
the  affembJy  }  and  a  fetiatut  enfilivm  wit!  be 
held,  to  concert  meafures  proper  to  be  taken 
in  this  fatal  conjuncture. 

Altho'  the  king  of  Poland'*  fan  prince 
Charles,  has  been  recommended  by  the  court 
of  PvUiiia,  and  approved  of  by  the  flate*  of 
Courland,  yet  there  are  two  difficulties  Part- 
ed which  m3y  retard  his  election.  The  tvflt 
is,  that  the  ftates  mint  upon  their  throne 
being  declared  vacant  by  rhe  kinj:  and  re- 
publick  of  Poland,  till  which  time  they  can- 
not proceed  to  a  new  election,  wriiKl  their 
former  duke,  count  Biren,  niw  a  prilone^ 
in  Siberia,  is  alive  And  the  fecond  i?,  that 
prince  Charles  mud  prevu  ull  •  declare  him- 
fclf  of  ti  c  ConftAon  of  Au^iburgh.

THIS  fine  ilbnd  lies  in  *%»  weft 
longitude,  and  between  14  and  16 
degree3  of  north  latitude  j  being  60  miles 
in  length,  though  not  mote  than  »o  or 
»4  miles  broad  in  any  part.  It  is  no 
miles  north- weft  from  the  Biitith  ifland  of 
JBarbadoes.  It  is  a  very  plealarit  and  com- 
modious country,  notwrthftanding  the  in- 
land parts  are  very  mountainous,  from 
whence  a  multitude  of  rivulets  run  into 
the  fea.  There  are  many  fafe  and  com  • 
modtous  harbours  on  its  coafts,  which  are 
Well  fortified,  and  baffled  all  our  attempts 
upon  them  in  the  late  wart.  The  prin- 
cipal is  Fort  Royal,  of  which  we  gave  an 
elegant  Map,  and  a  Defcription,  in  our 
Mngarine  for  October,  p.  5x8.  The 
produce  of  this  ifland  are  fugar,  cotton, 
ginger,  indigo,  cacao,  aloes,  pimento,  co- 
cos,  plantains,  and  other  Tropical  fiuits. 
It  is  the  chief  of  all  the  French  Caribbee 
I  (lands,  the  feat  of  their  governor  general, 
and  as  it  is  much  larger,  and  better  peo- 
pled than  Barbadoes,  it  produces  a  much 
greater  quantity  of  fugar.

FROM  W*rfaw  wc  hear,  that,  toward! 
tho  end  of  latt  month,  count  Mala- 
thowflci,  hi<r,h  chancellor  of  Polar  d,  deli- 
vered to  prince  Charles  of  Saxony,  the  king'* 
diploma,  dated  the  19th,  by  which  hia  ma- 
jerty  grants  to  the  itates  of  Courland  hit 
pfrmiffion  to  elect  that  prince  for  their  duke ; 
and  that  the  fecond  of  next  month  of  Jan- 
uary i«  appointed  for  hi«  election  and  in- 
fiallmcr.t,  notwphftanding  the  oljictiona 
rrndc  apihft  it  hy  fome  of  the  ftates,  as 
mentioned  in  our  lart.  p.  c.99  ;  and  not- 
withftanding  its  being  Infilled  on  by  many 
of  the  grandees  of  Poland,  tint  the  king 
bath  no  power  to  grant  fuch  a  permiffion, 
without  the  confent  of  the  diet. 

In  our  lart  we  left  the  Auftriafl  army,  un- 
der marfbal  count  Daun.  and  the  Imperial 
army,  under  the  prince  of  Dcux-Ponts,  re- 
creating from  Drtfden,  and  the  other  Au- 
ftiian  army  undet  genera!  Haifch,  retreating 
from  Niefs,  after  havicg  been  prevented 
fidm  making  tberufelve.  maftcrs  of  either  of 
thofe  places  by  the  diligence  and  good  con- 
doet  of  the  king  of  Prutfia  It  w«  thoug!it 
that  the  Pcufi*Mn  arrows  might  have  come  up 
with,  and  given  a  fevee  riffl-,  if  not  an 
en'ite  defeat,  to  fomc  cf  thofe  aimies  in 
tlirir  retreat  ;  but  it  fe^on  tbej  all  began 
their  retreat  fo  car!-, ,  that  nonl  hut  .1  few  of 
rht  Pi uiTtan  HufTats  cou'd  come  np  with 
their  rear,  and  they  could  mske  no  great 
khprfffton.  However,  hy  their  retieat,  the 
king  <?f  Pruffu  ha*  recovered,  on  that  fide, 
every  place  he  wa*  before  poflVlTcd  or  j  for 
the  Imperial  army  have  retired  into  Franco- 
n!».  thv\t  he*d  quarters  being  fixed  at  Nu- 
re»»ber'g  j  and  the  Auflrians  have  retired  irvo 
eb^ir  part  cf  Sllefi.i,  and  into  Bohemia,  the 
head  quarters  bein*  fix-d  at  Prague,  from 
wh»rre  mnrnSat  Daun  ftt  cot  on  the  7th 
»nM:.nt  for  Vienna,  where  he  arrived  cn  the' 
ftb,  to  concert  meafurea  lor  the  next  cam- 
paign. 

When  tbe  kiftg  of  Pruffia  fir fl  entered 
Saxony  at  the  beginning  of  thi*  war,  he  6*e- 
•lared,  that  he  h«i  n<Vd-figh  tn  make  *, 
•nr.  quell  of  it.  but  only  \0  hold;it  as  a  dc 
p^fit  in  his  h»r«'U  for  0>*  TeetMty  of  his  owr\ 
dominions,  onril  h*  roMld V  W  •  H  his  rre- 
sr.ies  to  agree  to  rero.-able  Icr'nil  cf  peace  j 
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but  up^n  hi*  return  l.ifl  month  to  Pte'de* 
he  altered  his  rcfolu'jon,  as  appears  Jfflijb  u\9 
f(  Hawing  article  from  Drefden  c*  Taec.  *- 
Laft  Saturday  the  PrufTtan  dircfl^^f  .«:«' 
fern  a  decree  to  the  deputies  cf  the  ftates  of 
this  electorate  \  which,  at  the  Tan-.c  time 
that  it  enj  ined  them  to  deliver  a  certain 
quantity  cf  flo-jr  and  forage,  on  account  of 
the  convention  fcttied  lafl  year,  fignified  in 
exprefs  terms  : 

ff  That  tho*  the  king  of  Pruffn  had  hi- 
therto treated  the  electorate  of  Saxor.y  as  a 
country  he  had  taken  under  bis  fpecial  pro- 
tection, the  fact  of  Affair*  was  now  changed 
in  fuch  a  manner,  that  his  majefty  would 
confider  it  for  the  future  only  as  a  conquered 
country,  out  of  which  he  had  driven  his 
enemies  by  fo-ce  of  arms." 

It  is  eafy  to  jud^e  what  will  be  the  con- 
fequenccs  of  fuch  a  declaration  %  We  may 
expect  that  this  eleaorate  will  be  treated  in 
the  fame  manner  that  the  Ruffian*  treat  the 
kirgdom  of  PruiTia.  Accordingly  the  reve- 
nue* of  all  the  Saxon  miniftera  of  confe- 
rence are  fequeftcred,  and  ai  the  Ruffians 
have  feited  in  PrulTia  all  the  rents  of  eiia'es 
in  thae  country  belonging  to  PrufTian  offi- 
cers, the  fame  is  to  be  done  heie  in  re- 
gard to  the  eftatcs  of  Saxon  officers  in  the 
Ruffian  fervice. 

OnthezRthult.fealswere  put,  by  Ms  Pruf- 
ftan  majefty  *>  ex  ^rels  order,  on  the  papers  of  :o 
perfons  belonging  to  the  court,  who  v/erc,  at 
the  fame  time,  «rj  jir.ed  to  fct  out  for  Waffov* 
in  24  hours  :  So  that  it  is  highly  probab'« 
that  the  adtniniftratioti  of  affairs  in  this 
country  will  be  who'Iy  put  into  the  hands 
of  the  PrufBans.  It  is  with  this  view  that 
count  Finckcnftein  wa>  fent  for,  wboarrind 
here  on  Thurfday  from  Berlin.
